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The 1971 Census Documentation 


The Census Division, Statistics Cauada, has 
produced documentation to describe the content 
of the 1971 Census, the tabuiations which may 
be obtained and to indicate those which will 
be available in the regular publication 
programme. 


There are two documents, the Dictionary of 
Census Terms, which describes the census 
content, and the Census Tabulation Directory 
which lists the tables available and the media 
in which they can be found. A description of 
the system of documentation can be found in 
Census Data News, Vol. 1, No. 1 available

The Dictionary 


The census content consists of answers to 
questions asked during the 1971 Census. The 
Census Master Data File contains, in coded 
form, the answers each individual has given to 
the census questions. When a user knows the 
questions asked and the range of responses 
recorded on the master file, he knows which 
tables can be extracted from that file. 


The Dictionary provides information about the 
1971 Census content. It describes the questions 
asked; it shows what responses were recorded 
on the master file, and it indicates, where 
applicable, the sub-population for which the 
data are reported. The Dictionary also indicates 
whether the question was included in the 1966 
and 1961 Censuses. It provides the sampling 
fraction for any questions asked of a sample of 
the population. It points out any differences in 
the question over the last three censuses. And 
finally, it points out special problems of 
interpretation that might arise with a particular 
question. 


Although the primary purpose of the 
Dictionary is to describe the census content as 
it appears on the master file, it also defines 
other terms commonly encountered when using 
the 1971 Census data. Using an alphabetical 
index, it lists common synonyms for the 1971 
Census terms and relates them to the exact 
term used in the 1971 Census. 


The appendices include an explanation of the 
geographical framework, an outline of the 
methodology and the processing of 1971 
Census and the responses recorded on the 
master file for birthplace, country of 
citizenship, ethnic group, mother tongue, 
language most often spoken at home, religion 
and vocational training. 


This publication defines only the terms used in 
the 1971 Census of Population and Housing. A 
separate publication describes the data from the 
1971 Census of Agriculture. 


How to Use the Dictionary 


The Dictionary is divided into three sections. 
The first contains definitions of those census 
terms related to population; the second defines 
those related to housing; and the third defines 
the geographical terms used by the Census 
Division. 

Within each section the definitions are listed 
term by term in alphabetical order. Since a 
wide variety of terms are commonly used to 
describe census data, the Dictionary contains 
an alphabetical index which relates the 
terminology of the 1971 Census to a variety of 
synonyms. 

Each section of the Dictionary is thus 
arranged, and used, like the Yellow Pages of a 
telephone book. If the exact terminology is 
known, the user can go directly to the main 
listing. If the exact term used is not known he 
consults the index where he is directed to the 
proper term and page number. 


To take an example from the “Yellow Pages’’, 
there is no entry for the term ‘‘Car dealers”’ in 
the main listing of the Yellow Pages. However, 
the same term in the index refers to the entry 
‘Automobile dealers’. Similarly, there is no 
entry for the term “‘earnings’’ in the 
population section of the Dictionary. In the 
index, however, the term “‘earnings’’ refers to 
‘‘See income, wages and salaries”’. 


Most users of this Dictionary will begin by 
consulting the index to find the exact census 
equivalent of the term required. Familiarity 
with the 1971 Census terminology, will enable 
the user to bypass the index and go directly to 
the main listings. 


The Definitions 


The purpose of each definition is to give the 
reader the information he needs to understand 
and use the 1971 Census data. 


Each entry gives a basic definition of the term, 
tells which of the last three censuses used the 
term, points out any differences in definition 
from one census to the next, and in a 
‘‘Remarks”” section gives additional useful 
information. The definition also shows the 
mnemonic used to identify the term in the 
Tabulation Directory. 

For those entries which describe census 
questions, the definition also gives the sampling 
fraction, 1f any; lists the responses which were 
coded on the Census Master Data File; and 


shows where applicable the sub-population for 
which the data are reported. 


The following is a typical definition of a term 
describing a census question: 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE EDPRES 


Refers to either full-time or part-time 
attendance at any type of educational 
institution since September 1970. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 


Reported for: Persons 5 years and over 


Responses: Full-time; part-time, day or 
evening; no attendance. 
Remarks: A person was considered as 


attending full-time if he took 
75 per cent or more of the 
normal course load in the grade 
or year in which he was 
registered. Part-time courses 
include only organized 
instructional classes aimed at 
expanding knowledge or skills 
but do not include activities 
which have no educational aim 
or which are not planned in 
systematic sequence (e.g. 
isolated public lectures). 


*Data for part-time attendance 
were not collected. The question 
was: ‘‘Since last September, did 
you attend school or university? 
Yes (any regular day-time 
attendance); No’’. 


In 1961, the concept of school 
attendance was restricted to 
attendance at elementary or 
secondary schools and 
universities. It did not include 


attendance at such institutions 
as technical institutes, 

“community colleges, teachers’ 
Calleges, schools of nursing, 
trade schools, business schools, 
etc. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE is the census term 
and EDPRES is the mnemonic. It will be seen 
that the question was asked of a 1/3 sample in 
1971 and of the entire population in 1961. If 
the question had appeared in the 1966 Census, 
the date 1966 would have been listed. The 
asterisk after “‘1961”’ indicates that some 
difference existed in the use of the term 
between 1971 and 1961 and this is explained 
in a note at the end of the entry. 


Because the data are reported only for those 
persons five years old and over, information 
about school attendance for 4-year olds is not 
available from the file. 


Next one finds the responses coded on the 
master file. There are only three: Full-time; 
part-time, day or evening; and no attendance. 
Thus a table that differentiates between day 
and evening part-time students is not available 
because these two types were given the same 
code on the master file. 


Finally in the ‘“‘Remarks’’ section, there is 
additional detail about the term as defined by 
the census. 


When the meaning of the response categories 
is not self-evident, as in the case of responses 
coded to the labour force status questions, an 
explanation of each response is given. 


Entries in the geography section of the 
Dictionary have their own form. There is only 
one census question about residence; this is 
essentially ‘Where do you live?”. This 
information is coded into standard census areas 
on the master file. The geography section 
defines these standard areas. 


| Population 
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BIRTH, DATE OF DANAT 


Refers to the month and year of birth, collected for the purpose of determining the person’s 
AGE. Persons who were unable to give the exact date of birth were asked to give the best 
possible estimate. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 
Reported for: Total population 


Responses: Before June 1871; June to December 1871; January to May 1872; 
January to May 1971. 


*Respondents were asked to state their AGE in completed years as of their last 
birthday before the census date. In 1961, published data for single years of age 
were graduated (or smoothed) within each five-year age group to counteract 
the tendency towards “‘heaping”’ at certain specific ages. In 1971 (as in 1966) 
this was not done, and the published tables represent the data as reported. 


BIRTHPLACE NATPL 


Refers to PROVINCE OF BIRTH, if BORN IN CANADA, and COUNTRY OF BIRTH 
according to boundaries at the census date, if BORN OUTSIDE CANADA. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 
Reported for: Total population 
Responses: See Appendix A for detailed tabulation. 


Remarks: Persons born in Newfoundland or Labrador were to report their province of 
birth as Newfoundland whether or not they were born before Newfoundland 
became a province of Canada. Persons not certain of their country of birth 
because of recent name or boundary changes were to report the name of the 
city or district nearest the birthplace. Persons born in one of the six counties of 
Northern Ireland (i.e., Antrim, Armagh, Down, Fermanagh, Londonderry, 
Tyrone) reported ‘United Kingdom”’. 


BIRTHPLACE OF PARENTS NATPLPAR 
Refers to whether or not parents were born in Canada. 

Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 

Reported for: Total population 

Responses: Both born in Canada; neither; mother only; father only. 

Remarks: In the case of adopted children, the birthplace of the adoptive parents (that is, 


the persons who are presently responsible for the children) is required and not 
that of the natural parents. 


CHILDREN EVER BORN NFNAT 


Refers to the number of children born alive, whether born of the present marriage or any 
previous marriage. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 


Reported for: Women 15 years and over who reported themselves as having been married at 
one time. (Includes those who reported themselves widowed, divorced or 
separated.) 


Responses: OPA AI ANAIOVET. 


Remarks: Respondents were instructed to include children who died after birth as well as 
those residing elsewhere at census time and to exclude adopted and 
stepchildren. 


CHILDREN IN FAMILY NF 


Refers to sons and daughters under 25 years, who have never married and are living at home. 
Children who have ever been married, regardless of age, are not considered as members of 
their parents’ family even though they are living in the same dwelling. Unmarried sons and 
daughters 25 years and over living at home on the census date are also family members, but 
considered as children only in a broad sense in a few tabulations. 

The following were to be included as children: ADOPTED CHILDREN, STEPCHILDREN, 
FOSTER CHILDREN and WARDS for whom no pay was received. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


CITIZENSHIP, COUNTRY OF CIT 
Refers to the country to which the respondent owes allegiance and has citizenship rights. 
Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 

Reported for: Total population 

Responses: See Appendix B. 


Remarks: Some of the most important guides to reporting citizenship are as follows: 
persons born in Canada are Canadian citizens unless they have lost their 
citizenship, as are persons born outside Canada who have obtained Canadian 
citizenship papers; persons who are citizens of more than one country should 
have entered only one citizenship, preferably the last one acquired; persons 
who have not yet become Canadian citizens and have lost their former 
citizenship or have no citizenship for any other reason are considered as 
stateless; for census purposes, ALIENS are defined as persons who did not 
report themselves as citizens of Canada or the United Kingdom. 


CLASS OF WORKER CLASTEMP 


Refers to the classification of employment according to whether a person mainly worked for 
someone else for wages, salaries, tips or commissions, or helped without pay in a “‘family farm 
or business’’ or mainly worked for himself with or without paid help, in the job reported. The 
job reported was his job in the week prior to enumeration if employed, or his job of longest 
duration since January 1, 1970 if not employed in that week. Persons with two or more jobs 
in that week were to give the information for the job at which they worked the most hours. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970. 


Responses: WAGE AND SALARY EARNERS (PAID WORKERS) 


Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970 and indicated 
that in the job reported (1.e., their job in the previous week or that of longest 
duration since January 1, 1970), they were mainly working for wages, salaries, 
tips or commissions. Includes persons working for piece-rates, those working for 
payment “in kind” in non-family enterprises, salesmen on commission working 
for only one company and not maintaining an office or staff and persons 
working casually by the day as odd-job labourers and baby-sitters. Subgroups 
of this group such as that portion in the labour force are so designated. 


Besides the coverage differences of the Labour Force Survey, data on PAID 
WORKERS in the survey refer only to persons in the labour force so reported 
in their job in the previous week or if looking for work, in their last job. In 
addition, as the question of incorporation is not included, some executives with 
large shares in incorporated businesses may report themselves as paid workers. 
Evidence exists, however, that probably most report themselves as self- 
employed. 

In 1971 census publications, the term ‘‘wage-earners’’ normally includes self- 
employed in incorporated companies. Most published data will therefore not be 


comparable with 1961 or the Labour Force Survey. In addition, it should be 
noted that most 1971 publications and tabulations will provide data for wage- 
earners in the labour force rather than for the total group of wage-earners who 
had worked since January 1, 1970. 


Data in 1961 were obtained for persons who had a job last week, or looked 
for work last week, or who worked in the previous 12 months. It refers to such 
persons who indicated that in the occupation reported they worked for others 
for wages, salaries, tips, piece-rates or payment in kind, including salesmen on 
commission who worked for only one company, and casual workers such as 
odd-job labourers. The occupation reported was that of their job last week or, 
if no job last week, that of their last job. Assessment of differences in the data 
which might arise because of the inclusion on the 1971 Questionnaire of the 
question on incorporation for the self-employed and the possible influence this 
might have had on the reporting of executives with a large share in 
incorporated firms as self-employed rather than wage-earners is extremely 
difficult. It should be noted that most 1961 tabulated and published data refer 
only to that portion of the group who were in the current labour force. 


UNPAID FAMILY WORKERS (WORKED WITHOUT PAY IN A FAMILY 
BUSINESS OR FARM) 


Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970 and for whom 
the job reported (1.e., their job in the previous week or that of longest duration 
since January 1, 1970) consisted mainly of work without regular money wages 
for a relative who was a member of the same household, at tasks which 
contributed to the operation of the business or farm owned or operated by the 
relative. Subgroups of this group such as that portion in the labour force are 
so designated. 


Concept comparable with that of Labour Force Survey. Data for the 
unemployed in the survey refer however to last job. As Labour Force Survey 
data refer only to that portion in the labour force, see definition of that 
concept for other differences. 


Data in 1961 were obtained for persons who had a job last week or looked for 
work last week (and had previous work experience) or worked in the previous 
12 months and reported that they worked for others as unpaid family workers 
in the occupation reported, 1.e., that of their job last week or if no job that of 
their “‘last’’ job. Unpaid family work was defined in the same way. Most 1961 
tabulations and published data refer only to that portion of the group who 
were in the current labour force. 


SELF-EMPLOYED WITHOUT PAID HELP (OWN ACCOUNT) 


Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970 and for whom 
the job reported (i.e., their job in the previous week or that of longest duration 
since January 1, 1970) consisted mainly of self-employment (including 
partnership) in their own business, professional practice or farm without paid 
help. Included are persons working mainly on contract or as free lancers, 
private duty nurses, etc., without paid help. Subgroups of the total group such 
as that portion in the labour force are so designated. 


In 1971 census publications, the term “‘self-employed”’’ normally excludes self- 
employed in incorporated companies. Most published data will therefore not be 
comparable with 1961 or Labour Force Survey data. 


Data in 1961 were obtained for persons who had a job in the previous week, 
those looking for work with any previous work experience and for those not in 
the labour force who had worked in the last 12 months, and reported that they 
operated their own business without paid help. Published data did not show 
this group separately from those with paid help. In addition, the question on 
incorporation was not asked and this may have some effect on the 
comparability. 


SELF-EMPLOYED WITH PAID HELP (EMPLOYER) 


Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970 and for whom 
their job reported (i.e., their job in the previous week or that of longest 
duration since January 1, 1970) consisted mainly of self-employment (including 
partnership) in their own business, professional practice or farm with paid 
help. Subgroups of the total group such as that portion in the labour force are 
so designated. 


*For comparison with the 1961 data, see the responses above. 


ETHNIC GROUP ETH 


Refers to ethnic or cultural background traced through the father’s side. This question should 
not be confused with citizenship which refers to the country to which the person owes 
allegiance. Language spoken by the person or by his paternal ancestor on first coming to this 
continent was a guide to the determination of ethnic or cultural group in some cases. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 
Reported for: Total population 
Responses: See Appendix A. 


Remarks: Strictly speaking, only Native Indians and Eskimos are indigenous to this 
continent. For this reason, the terms ‘‘Canadian”” and ‘‘American’’ were not 
recognized as true indicators of a person’s ethnic or cultural background, 
although they have been accepted where the person has insisted on being so 
designated. The entry ‘Unknown’ was accepted as valid for persons who, due 
to mixed ancestry or for other reasons, did not know the ethnic group from 
which they were descended. 


FAMILY, CENSUS F 


Consists of a husband and wife (with or without children who have never been married, 
regardless of age) or a parent with one or more children never married, living in the same 
dwelling. A family may consist also of a man or woman living with a guardianship child or 
ward under 21 years for whom no pay was received. The ““HEAD OF THE FAMILY” is the 
husband in a husband-wife family, or the parent in a one-parent family. 

FAMILY PERSONS refers to members of a household who are related by blood or marriage 
and have a husband-wife or parent-child relationship. Adopted children and stepchildren have 
the same status as own children. A son or daughter who has been married and is living with 
a parent or parents is not considered, for census purposes, to be part of the parents’ family. 
NON-FAMILY PERSONS refers to those living alone (NON-FAMILY HEAD); those living 
with unrelated individuals, as lodgers (LODGER NON-FAMILY), employees, partners or 
individual inmates in an institution (OTHER NON-RELATED, NON-FAMILY)); those living 
with relatives but not in a husband-wife or parent-unmarried child relationship (RELATED 
NON-FAMILY), for example a widowed parent, a sister or brother, aunt, uncle, or other 
category of individual relatives (e.g., married daughter living with parents with no husband or 
children present). 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


FAMILY, ECONOMIC ECOF 


A group of two or more persons living together and related to each other by blood, marriage 
or adoption. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Remarks: “Economic family”” is a broader concept and includes within its definition a 
larger group of persons than does the “census family”. For example: a 
widowed mother living with her married son and daughter-in-law would be 


treated as a non-family person under the definition of a census family, but 
would be counted as a member of the economic family which would include 
her son and daughter-in-law; two or more related census families living 
together also constitute one economic family, for example, a man and his wife 
living with their married son and daughter-in-law; two or more brothers or 
sisters living together will form an economic family but not a census family 
since they do not meet the requirements for the latter. In a few situations 
involving persons living together and related to each other, but not to the 
Head of household, economic families could not be determined. 


FAMILY, MIGRANT MIGF 


Refers to a census family that reported living in a different municipality on June 1, 1966. 
Only those families that existed as families on June 1, 1966 are included. Those families 
whose head reported a date of first marriage later than June 1, 1966 were excluded as were 
those families in which the husband and wife reported a different date of first marriage. 
(Because the Census did not collect information on date of present marriage, it is possible to 
estimate the date of family formation only when the current marriage is the first for both 
partners. ) 


Census: 1971 


FAMILY, MOVER INTERMUF 


Refers to a census family that reported living in a different house on June 1, 1966. Only those 
families that existed as families on June 1, 1966 are included. Those families whose head 
reported a date of first marriage later than June 1, 1966 were excluded as were those families 
in which the husband and wife reported a different date of first marriage. (Because the Census 
did not collect information on date of present marriage, it is possible to estimate the date of 
family formation only when the current marriage is the first for both partners.) 


Census: 1971 


FAMILY STATUS STF 


Refers to the classification of families into husband-wife family, one-parent family with a male 
head, or one-parent family with a female head. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


FAMILY, TYPE OF TYPF 


Refers to the classification of families as to whether they maintain their own household (1e. 
whether the Head of the family is also Head of the household). Families not maintaining their 
own household are further classified according to their relationship to the Head of the 
household, i.e., related or lodging families. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 
Reported for: Total population 


Responses: PRIMARY FAMILY: A CENSUS FAMILY in which the Head of the family 
is also the Head of the household. Members of a primary family are: the Head 
of the household, his wife and unmarried son and daughter. Unmarried 
grandson and grand-daughter, nephew and niece are included if they are under 
21 years for whom no guardianship pay is received and who are not living 
with their parents. 


SECONDARY FAMILY: A CENSUS FAMILY in which the Head of the 
family is not the Head of the household. It may be: (1) A RELATED 


FAMILY composed of various alternative combinations of: a son, daughter-in- 
law, daughter, son-in-law, grandson, grand-daughter; father, mother, father-in- 
law, mother-in-law, brother, brother-in-law, sister, sister-in-law, nephew, niece; 
other relative, other relative’s: wife, son, daughter. (2) A LODGING FAMILY 
composed of lodger, lodger’s: wife, son, daughter. (3) OTHER NON- 
RELATED FAMILY: employee, employee’s: wife, son, daughter; partner, 
partner’s: wife, son, daughter; inmate, inmate’s: wife, son, daughter. 


FARM OPERATOR OPAG 


Refers to the person directly responsible for the day-to-day agricultural operation of the 
holding whether as owner, tenant or owner-tenant. 


Censuses: 1971;, 1966*31961* 


Remarks: Only one operator is listed for each census-farm and the number of operators 
is equal to the number of census-farms. For a partnership, only one of the 
partners is regarded as the operator. For an institution, the manager of the 
agricultural operations or the executive officer is classed as the operator. A 
person operating a separate tract of land but living on the same holding as the 
operator, was classed as an operator if the land was operated entirely 
independent and separate from the home place. The agricultural operations of 
each person were separated as to expenditures and revenues, and, in most 
cases, each person had a separate set of machinery. 


*In 1966 and 1961, hired managers were reported separately. 


HOURS HELPED LAST WEEK WITHOUT PAY IN A FAMILY FARM OR BUSINESS 
(TOTAL) HRSNPAGB 


Refers to the number of hours worked (in the week prior to enumeration) without regular 
money wages for a related member of the household in a family business or farm. Includes 
those reported by persons who also worked for pay or profit. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: None; 1-19; 20 or more. 


Remarks: Excludes housework in own home, unpaid work for a relative who is not a 
member of the same household, and assistance given a relative in his duties as 
an employee. This question was asked to ensure inclusion of this type of 
worker in the labour force. 

For data based on the usual labour force concepts, see Labour Force Activity. 
These data were retained primarily to permit the examination of persons with 
more than one labour market activity. Because of the possible effect on the data 
of the field edits for completeness, caution should be exercised when using 
these data for such purposes. 


HOURS USUALLY WORKED HRSEMP 


Refers to the number of hours usually worked in the job reported (either that held in the 
week before enumeration or the job of longest duration since January 1, 1970), whether for 
pay or profit in cash or in kind, or without pay in the operation of a family enterprise. 
Excludes overtime hours unless they were usual, mealtime hours, time spent on other jobs or 
on own housework, or on voluntary work. Persons with two or more jobs in the week before 
enumeration were to report the hours usually worked at the job at which they spent the most 
time. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970. 


Responses: 1-19; 20-29; 30-34; 35-39; 40-44: 45-49: 50 or more. 


Remarks: The Labour Force Survey asks actual hours worked in all jobs in the week 
prior to the survey. For persons with jobs but not at work and those working 
less than 35 hours, an additional question on whether they usually work 35 
hours or more is asked. 


*In 1961, the hours usually worked were not confined to those usually worked 
in connection with a specific job and, those with two or more jobs were to 
show the total hours usually worked at both jobs combined. 


HOURS WORKED LAST WEEK FOR PAY OR PROFIT (TOTAL) HRSPPROF 


Refers to the number of hours worked for pay or profit in the week prior to enumeration, 
whether part-time or full-time. Includes those reported by inmates, by persons operating their 
own farm, business or professional practice even if they experienced a loss, and by members of 
the Armed Forces. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: None; 1-19; 20 or more. 


Remarks: For data based on the usual labour force concepts, see Labour Force Activity. 
These data were retained primarily to permit the examination of the labour 
market activity of inmates. 


HOUSEHOLD MEN 


A person or group of persons occupying one dwelling. It usually consists of a family group, 
with or without lodgers, employees, etc. However, it may consist of two or more families 
sharing a dwelling, of a group of unrelated persons or of one person living alone. 


A FAMILY HOUSEHOLD contains at least one census family. Depending upon the number 
of census families present, a family household may be referred to as one-family household or 
two-or-more family household (with indication, in each case, as to whether additional persons 
(relatives or lodgers) are present). 

NON-FAMILY HOUSEHOLD refers to one person living alone in a dwelling, or a group of 
(related or unrelated) persons occupying one dwelling, who do not constitute a “‘census 
family’’. Generally, when there are ten or more unrelated persons occupying one dwelling, this 
becomes a collective household. 

Every person is a member of some household and there is a one to one relationship between 
households and occupied dwellings except in the case of certain special households, such as 
those of military and diplomatic personnel stationed overseas, from which no housing 
information was collected. This concept is used along with the concept of census family and it 
provides information for social and economic characteristics of the population. Unless otherwise 
specified, information on households is for private households. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


*Agreement of total household and total occupied dwelling counts in previous 
censuses was achieved through mechanical editing procedures. 


HOUSEHOLD, COLLECTIVE COLMEN 
Household occupying a collective dwelling. 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Responses: 


Remarks: 


BOARDING-SCHOOLS and UNIVERSITY RESIDENCES: Students are 
considered as temporary residents unless they have no other home. Staff 
members are treated in the same way as staff members in hospitals (see 
‘‘Hospitals”” below). 


CAMPS (construction, logging, military): All persons at such camps constitute 
one large collective-type household. Staff or employees occupying separate 
dwellings are considered to be private households. If a married man definitely 
states that he maintains a usual place of residence elsewhere in Canada, he is 
considered to be a temporary resident. 


CONVENTS and MONASTERIES: Superiors are considered ‘“‘household 
heads’’. Religious workers are considered ‘‘employees”’. 


DIPLOMATIC RESIDENCES: A dwelling occupied by officials representing a 
foreign country. If no Canadian resides in one of these residences, it is not 
enumerated. If one or more Canadian citizens dwell in such a residence either 
permanently or temporarily (on the night of May 31/June 1), the dwelling is 
enumerated as a private-type dwelling (or a collective-type dwelling if more 
than ten unrelated Canadians dwell there). The household consists only of the 
Canadians residing there. 


HOSPITALS: Staff members and patients residing in the hospital form one 
collective household, even though they may occupy more than one hospital 
building. However, any persons (doctors, nurses, etc.) who reside in self- 
contained private dwellings on the hospital grounds or within the hospital 
building are considered to be members of private households. Patients who 
have been in hospital less than six months and have a usual place of residence 
elsewhere in Canada are enumerated as temporary residents of the hospital. 
Other patients are considered as permanent residents (see ‘Collective 
Dwelling’’). 

HOSTELS and MISSIONS: Persons living in these collective-type dwellings 
who have no other residence are considered to be permanent residents, and as 
such are regarded to be employees or lodgers (see “Collective Dwelling’’). 


HOTELS, MOTELS and TOURIST CABINS: The occupants of each of these 
collective-type dwellings will be grouped together as one household, even 
though some may be living in self-contained suites in the hotel, or in cabins or 
units of a motel separated from the main lodge or building. If, however, more 
than one half of the accommodation consists of self-contained dwelling units 
which are occupied by persons who have no usual residence elsewhere, the 
occupants of each such unit are counted as a separate household living in a 
private-type dwelling. The remaining resident staff members and guests are 
grouped to form one household in a collective-type dwelling. 


HUTTERITE COLONY: Each Hutterite colony is considered as one collective- 
type household. The boss of the colony is designated as Head of household. His 
family, if any, is considered as primary family of that household. Other 
members are considered ‘‘partners’’ and with their families, where applicable, 
are considered secondary families. Individual partners are considered non-family 
persons. 

MUNICIPAL and COUNTY JAILS: Inmates are enumerated as TEMPORARY 
RESIDENTS. 

NURSING and WELFARE HOMES: See “‘Sanatoria and mental hospitals”’. 
PENITENTIARIES: Inmates are regarded as PERMANENT RESIDENTS. Staff 
members are treated in the same way as staff members in hospitals. 


SANATORIA and MENTAL HOSPITALS: All patients are considered 
PERMANENT RESIDENTS (see “‘Hospitals’’). 


Every person living in a collective household was to answer the long form 
questionnaire on demographic, social and economic characteristics. A minimum 
of data for households of the collective type are tabulated, but in general, totals 
only are published. The number of such households is less than one per cent of 
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the total number of households and persons living in these collective types 
represent less than three per cent of the total population. Families living in 
collective households are included in the total families. 


HOUSEHOLD, FARM AGMEN 


A person or group of persons occupying a FARM DWELLING. A farm household may or 
may not be that of the farm operator. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 
Reported for: Heads of households 


Responses: Farm operator household; farm household; non-farm household. 
HOUSEHOLD, PRIVATE PRMEN 
The person or persons occupying a private dwelling. 

Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 

HOUSEHOLD STATUS (relationship to Head of household) STMEN 


Refers to the relationship of persons in the household to the household head. A person may 
be related to the head through blood or marriage (e.g., wife, son or daughter, brother-in-law, 
etc.) or he may be unrelated (e.g., lodger, employee, etc.). For census purposes, every 
HOUSEHOLD must have a HEAD. This is the husband if both husband and wife are present, 
the parent if living with unmarried children, or any member of a group sharing a dwelling 
equally; a person occupying a dwelling alone is always reported as the head.

Reported for: Total population 


Responses: Head; wife; son or daughter; father or mother; brother or sister; son-in-law; 
father-in-law; daughter-in-law; mother-in-law; brother-in-law; sister-in-law; 
grandchild; nephew or niece; lodger; lodger’s wife; lodger’s child; other 
(specify): uncle, aunt, employee, employee’s wife, employee’s child, partner. 
LODGER: A person living in a household who is unrelated to the Head of 
household by blood or marriage, and other than a partner or employee. In 
census terminology, such persons who must pass through someone else’s living 
quarters to reach their own accommodation are considered to be lodgers in the 
other person’s household. If the lodger’s wife and/or children are members of 
the same household, the relationship to the Head of household would be 
reported as “‘lodger’s wife’’ or “‘lodger’s child?” 

PARTNER: A person who is unrelated to the Head of the household and 
shares accommodation on a partnership basis. A partner’s wife or partner’s 
child residing in the same household would be reported as ‘“‘partner’s wife’’ or 
‘‘partner’s child”’. 

EMPLOYEE: A person who is employed by the Head of household and resides 
in the same household (such as a maid, nurse, or hired farm labourer). If the 
employee’s wife or child is also a member of the household, the relationship to 
the Head of household is “‘employee’s wife’’ or ““employee’s child”’. 

INMATE: Residents of collective-type households other than employees, for 
whom care or custody is being provided, such as persons residing in mental 
hospitals, homes for the aged, penitentiaries or other institutions. If the 
inmate’s wife or inmate’s child is present, the relationship to the Head of 
household is ‘‘inmate’s wife’’ or ‘‘inmate’s child”’. 

Respondents were asked to include as ‘‘son or daughter”” a stepchild or an 
adopted child, as well as foster children or wards for whom no pay was 
received. An unrelated child for whom pay was received was to be marked 
“‘lodger”’. 


Remarks: Relationship to the Head of household establishes size and composition of 
households and families. 


IMMIGRATION, PERIOD OF PERIMM 
Refers to the year (or period) when persons born outside Canada first came to live in Canada. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 
Reported for: Persons born outside Canada. 


Responses: Before 1931, 1931-1945, 1946-1950, 1951-1955, 1956-1960, 1961-1964, 1965, 
1966, 1967-1968, 1969, 1970, 1971. 


INCOME, BOND AND DEPOSIT INTEREST AND DIVIDENDS DIVID 


Refers to payments received during 1970 as interest on deposits in banks, trust companies, co- 
operatives and credit unions, the yield from bonds and debentures, and dividends from stocks 
and shares. Includes dividends and interest from abroad if received while resident in Canada. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: Dollar value or none. 


Remarks: Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 
operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income. 

Consumer Finance Survey concepts are similar and include these receipts as 
“Investment income’’. Details of concepts and coverage are included in 
Catalogue No. 13-534. 


*Data in 1961 excluded interest on deposits in co-operatives or credit unions 
which was included with ‘Other investment income’’. Data referred to the 
previous 12 months or, if not known for that period, to the 1960 calendar 
year. Coverage was for non-farm private dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, EMPLOYMENT RVEMP 


Refers to the total of income received in 1970 as wages and salaries, net income from business 
or professional practice and/or net farm income. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 

Responses: +Dollar value or none. 

Remarks: Comparable in concept to “‘Earned income or earnings’’ as shown in the 
Consumer Finance Survey Publication ‘‘Earnings and Work Experience of the 


1967 Labour Force’’, Catalogue No. 13-535. Coverage differences are the same 
as with the Labour Force Survey. 


*Employment income in 1961 was the total of wage and salary and business 
and professional practice income only as farm income was not collected. Data 
referred to the previous 12 months, but if not known for that period, to the 
1960 calendar year. Coverage was for non-farm private dwellings only 
(excluding N.W.T.). 
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INCOME, FAMILY RVF 


Refers to the sum of the incomes received by all members of the family 15 years and over, 
from all sources, during the calendar year 1970. Included are wages and salaries, net income 
from business and professional practice, net income from farm operations, transfer payments, 
retirement pensions, investment income and other miscellaneous sources. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Members of the family 15 years and over 


Responses: +Dollar value or none. 


*In 1961, members of the family I5 years and over, were asked to report total 
income from each source for the twelve-month period ending May 31, 1961, 
or, if this figure could not be provided, for the calendar year 1960. The 1961 
data excluded farm income and coverage was for residents of private non-farm 
dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, FAMILY AND YOUTH ALLOWANCES RVFALLO 


Refers to allowances paid by the federal and provincial governments to mothers and guardians 
of children during 1970, and consisting of: (1) family allowances paid by the federal 
government in all provinces for children up to their 16th birthday; (2) youth allowances paid 
by the federal government in all provinces except Québec for children from their 16th to 18th 
birthday who are attending school; (3) parents’ supplements paid by the Québec and 
Newfoundland governments; and (4) schooling allowances paid by the Québec government. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 


Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who actually received the cheques (usually mother 
or legal guardian). 


Responses: Dollar value or none. 


Remarks: Respondents were instructed that family and youth allowance payments, 
schooling allowances and parents’ supplements were to be reported by the 
person who received the cheque. In the edit programme, amounts reported by 
the wife were transferred to the head of the family, and amounts reported by 
other family members were deleted. Income from these sources was reported to 
the nearest dollar, but in the coding operations, the units digit was dropped. 
To counteract any bias that might be introduced through this procedure, $10 
was added to the entries of every fourth person reporting income. 


Consumer Finance Survey concepts are similar and include these receipts as 
Government Transfer Payments. Details of concepts and coverage are included 
in Catalogue No. 13-534. 


*The data are not strictly comparable since the federal programme has changed 
and the Québec and Newfoundland programmes did not exist. The data 
referred to the 12 months prior to enumeration or, if not known for that 
period, to the 1960 calendar year. Coverage was for non-farm private dwellings 
only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, FARM RVAG 


Refers to total receipts from farm sales less depreciation and operational expenses during 1970, 
regardless of whether the farm was operated by the respondent alone or in partnership, or for 
the respondent by a paid manager. In the case of a partnership, only the share of income 
actually received was reported. Cash advances and supplementary and assistance payments 
from governments as well as acreage reduction payments were considered as farm income. 
Provision was made for reporting a loss or no income. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 


Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 


Responses: +Dollar value or none. 


Remarks: Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 
operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income. Income from farm operation was to be 
included whether the farm was owned or rented by the operator. Income 
received from the rental of farm land was, however, to be reported as other 
investment income. 


Included as part of net income from self-employment in Consumer Finance 
Survey. Details of concepts and coverage are included in Catalogue No. 13-534. 


INCOME FROM ALL SOURCES IN 1970 RVSOU70 


Refers to the total income received during 1970 from wages and salaries, business or 
professional practice, farm operations, family and youth allowances, government old age 
pensions, other government payments, retirement pensions from previous employment, bond 
and deposit interest and dividends, other investment sources, and other sources. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 

Responses: +Dollar value or none. 

Remarks: Income was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding operations, the 


units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be introduced 
through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every fourth person 
reporting income in 1970. The total retained on tape is the calculated total of 
various parts of the income question, which may differ from the total income 
entered by the respondent. 


Consumer Finance Survey concepts are similar, but coverage excludes Yukon 
and N.W.T., inmates of institutions, Armed Forces and Indian Reserves. Thus, 
military pay and allowances are, for the most part, excluded. Further details 
are included in Catalogue No. 13-534. 


*The 1961 Questionnaire did not provide a total of all types of income. It 
provided, however, a total of the following items: family and youth allowances, 
old age pensions, retirement pensions, bond and bank interest and dividends, 
other investment income, and other income such as alimony and government 
and private annuities. The 1961 total income was calculated by adding wages 
or salaries, and income from business or professional practice to the total for 
the above-listed items. Since farm income was not collected in 1961, the data 
are not comparable with 1971. Coverage in 1961 was for non-farm private 
dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). The time reference in 1961 was the 
previous 12 months or, if not known for that period, the 1960 calendar year. 


INCOME FROM BUSINESS OR PROFESSIONAL PRACTICE RVSEMP 


Refers to total gross receipts less operational expenses received during 1970 from the 
respondent’s non-farm unincorporated business or professional practice, including partnerships, 
and from work done on contract or on a free-lance basis. In the case of a partnership, only 
the respondent’s share was reported. Provision was made for reporting a loss or no income. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 


Responses: +Dollar value or none. 
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Remarks: Net income was calculated before personal deductions such as income tax and 
pensions. Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the 
coding operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that 
might be introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of 
every fourth person reporting income. 


Similar concepts are used by Consumer Finance Survey, but the data are 
combined with farm self-employment income and with income from roomers 
and boarders which was reported as ‘Other income”’ in the census. Details of 
concepts and coverage in the Consumer Finance Survey are included in 
Catalogue No. 13-534. 


*The concept was similar but the reference period referred to the 12 months 
ending May 31, 1961 or, if not known for that period, to the 1960 calendar 
year. Coverage was for non-farm private dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, GOVERNMENT OLD AGE PENSION PENSGOV 


Refers to pensions paid by the federal and provincial governments, including Old Age Security 
payments, provincial Old Age Assistance and all payments under the Canada or Québec 
Pension Plans, for the year 1970 (including dependent benefits and guaranteed income 
supplement). The term does not include retirement pensions to public servants, RCMP, or 
military personnel, all of which are classed as retirement pensions from previous employment. 
Excluded, also, are pensions received from foreign governments which were included as ‘Other 
income”’. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 

Responses: Dollar value or none. 

Remarks: Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 


operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income. 


Consumer Finance Survey concepts are similar and include these receipts as 
Government Transfer Payments. Details of concepts and coverage are included 
in Catalogue No. 13-534.

INCOME, HOUSEHOLD RVMEN 


Refers to the sum of the incomes received by all members of the household 15 years and over, 
from all sources, during the calendar year 1970. Included are wages and salaries, net income 
from business or professional practice, net income from farm operations, transfer payments, 
retirement pensions, investment income and other miscellaneous sources. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Members of the household 15 years and over 


Responses: +Dollar value or none. 
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*In 1961, members of the household 15 years and over, were asked to report 
total income from each source for the twelve-month period ending May 31, 
1961, or if this figure could not be provided, for the calendar year 1960. The 
1961 data excluded farm income and coverage was for residents of private 
non-farm dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, MAJOR SOURCE OF MASOURV 


Refers to that component which constitutes the largest proportion of the total. The comparison 
for which an indicator is readily available on tape is that between employment income (the 
total of wages and salaries, net income from business or professional practice and farm 
income), government transfer payments (the total of family and youth allowances, government 
old age pensions and other government income), and other income (the total of retirement 
pensions from previous employment, bond and deposit interest and dividends, other investment 
income, and other income). 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over with 1970 income, including those who have never 
worked. 


Responses: EMPLOYMENT INCOME: includes all income from wages, salaries, tips and 
commissions plus net income from business or professional practice plus net 
farm income, if the sum of these was the major proportion of total income (as 
compared to transfer payments and other income). 


TRANSFER PAYMENTS: includes all receipts from family and youth 
allowances, government old age pensions, other government income, if the sum 
of these constitutes the major proportion of total income (as compared to 
employment income and other income). 


OTHER INCOME: includes all receipts from bond and deposit interest and 
dividends, retirement pensions from previous employment, other investment 
income and other income, if the sum of these constitutes the major proportion 
of total income (as compared to employment income and transfer payments). 


Remarks: Consumer Finance Survey major source data result from the comparison of 
income from wages and salaries, net income from self-employment, and other 
money income (the total of investment income, government transfer payments 
and miscellaneous income). Data for persons whose major source is earned 
income refer to the total of those whose major source was wages and salaries 
and those whose major source was self-employment income. Data are therefore 
not comparable. 


*Major Source of Income data tabulated in 1961 was derived from the 
comparison of income from wages and salaries, net income from business or 
professional practice, transfer payments (the total of family allowances, old age 
pensions and other government income), investment income (the total of 
interest and dividends and other investment income), and other income (the 
total of retirement pensions and other income). Data showing the major source 
as employment income refer to the total of persons whose major source, when 
compared with the other sources listed above, was wages and salaries or net 
income from business or professional practice. Data are therefore not 
comparable. 


INCOME, OTHER OTRV 


Refers to all income received during 1970 on a regular basis (1.e., not lump-sum payments) 
other than that reported in the specified categories. Includes such things as alimony, child 
support, payment from Children’s Aid for care of wards, periodic support from persons not in 
the household, net income from roomers and boarders, non-repayable scholarships, pensions 
received from abroad, strike pay, royalties, etc. Excluded are capital and gambling gains and 
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losses, inheritances received in a lump sum, receipts from the sale of property, lump-sum 
settlements of insurance policies and income tax or pension fund refunds. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: Dollar value or none. 


Remarks: Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 
operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income. 


Consumer Finance Survey collects gross income from roomers and boarders as 
a separate item and includes a derived estimate of the net income from this 
source under ‘Net income from self-employment’. The concept is similar in 
other respects. Details on concepts and coverage are included in Catalogue No. 
13-534. 


*Data in 1961 included annuities and referred to the 12 months prior to the 
census date or, if not known for that period, to the 1960 calendar year. 
Coverage was for non-farm private dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, OTHER GOVERNMENT OTRVGOV 


Refers to all payments in 1970 from municipal, provincial and federal governments exclusive 
of family and youth allowances, government old age pension and Canada and Québec 
pensions. Included are unemployment insurance, veterans’ pensions and allowances, cash 
welfare payments, workmen’s compensation, mothers’ allowances, training allowances, and 
pensions to widows, the blind and disabled. Receipts from foreign government and government 
scholarships were excluded but counted as ‘Other income’’. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: Dollar value or none. 


Remarks: Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 
operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income. 


Consumer Finance Survey concepts are similar and include these receipts as 
Government Transfer Payments. Details of concepts and coverage are included 
in Catalogue No. 13-534. 


*The 1961 data referred to the 12 months prior to enumeration or, if not 
known for that period, to the 1960 calendar year. Coverage was for non-farm 
private dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). Changes in federal, provincial or 
municipal government programmes could affect the comparability of this 
residual class of income. 


INCOME, OTHER INVESTMENT OTRVINVT 


Refers to income from investment other than bond and deposit interest and dividends, 
including such items as mortgage interest, net rents, estate income and interest or cash 
dividends from insurance policies, received during 1970. Provision was made for reporting a 
loss or no income from this source. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 


Responses: +Dollar value or none. 


Remarks: Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 
operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income. 


Consumer Finance Survey concepts are similar and include these receipts as 
‘Investment income’’. Details of concepts and coverage are included in 
Catalogue No. 13-534. 


*Data in 1961 included interest on deposits in co-operatives. This was included 
with bond and deposit interest and dividends in 1971. Data referred to the 
previous 12 months or, if not known for that period, to the 1960 calendar 
year. Coverage was for non-farm private dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, RETIREMENT PENSIONS FROM PREVIOUS EMPLOYMENT PENS 


Refers to income received during 1970 as result of previous employment of either the 
respondent or a deceased relative. Includes cash allowances paid to retired employees, all 
annuities, and pensions paid to retired RCMP, career military and public service employees. 
Retirement pensions received from abroad were excluded, but counted as ‘Other income”’. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 

Responses: Dollar value or none. 

Remarks: Income from this source was reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 


operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income.

Data referred to the 
previous 12 months or, if not known for that period, to the 1960 calendar 
year. Coverage was for non-farm private dwellings only (excluding N.W.T.). 


INCOME, WAGES AND SALARIES SAL 


Refers to total wages and salaries before deductions, and includes military pay and allowances, 
tips, commissions and bonuses, and piece-rate reimbursement received during 1970. Free room 
and board or reimbursement for travel or other work expenses were excluded. Owners of 
unincorporated businesses were instructed to report income drawn as salary as either business 
or professional practice income or farm income, not as wages and salaries. Wages and salaries 
earned while non-residents of Canada (e.g., prior to immigration) were excluded. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: Dollar value or none. 


Remarks: Wages and salaries were reported to the nearest dollar, but in the coding 
operations, the units digit was dropped. To counteract any bias that might be 
introduced through this procedure, $10 was added to the entries of every 
fourth person reporting income. 


Consumer Finance Survey concepts are similar. However, coverage excludes 
Yukon and N.W.T., inmates of institutions, Armed Forces and Indian Reserves. 
Further details are included in Catalogue No. 13-534. 
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*On the 100% questionnaire, the question was asked only of persons who 
reported that they worked for cash wages and salary in at least one week in 
the previous 12 months and the time period covered was to be the previous 12 
months, but if not known for that period, the 1960 calendar year could be 
substituted. If the amount was less than $12,000, it was entered to the nearest 
hundred dollars. If over $12,000, the amount was reported in either of the two 
groups - ‘“$12,000-14,999° or ‘$15,000 + ””, depending upon which group was 
appropriate. On the sample questionnaire used in every fifth non-farm private 
household (excluding N.W.T.), amounts were reported and keypunched to the 
nearest dollar. 


INCORPORATION STATUS INC 
Refers to the legal status of a business. 
Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 


Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who had worked since January 1, 1970 and who 
were mainly self-employed either with or without paid help in the job reported, 
i.e., their job in the week prior to enumeration or that of longest duration 
since January 1, 1970. 


Responses: Incorporated; unincorporated. 


Remarks: No definition of incorporation was included in the Instruction Booklet or the 
Content Manual. If the question was unanswered but the name of firm was 
given, and either it or the matching name in the List of Establishments 
included “‘Inc.”’ or ‘‘Ltd.””, the ‘““Yes”’ circle was filled during the coding 
operation. AN INCORPORATED BUSINESS is a business or farm which has 
been formed into a legal corporation, having a legal entity under either federal 
or provincial laws. AN UNINCORPORATED BUSINESS OR FARM has no 
separate legal identity, but may be a partnership, family business or owner- 
operated business. 


The question on incorporation assisted in identifying class of worker, since 
persons who report themselves as self-employed in incorporated companies are 
included with wage-earners in 1971 published statistics. 


INDUSTRY ACTIND 


Refers to the general nature of the business carried out in the establishment where the 
respondent was employed as indicated by his reporting of the name of his employer (or his 
own business name if self-employed) and the kind of business, industry or service engaged in 
by this establishment. If not employed in the week prior to enumeration, the information was 
to relate to the respondent’s job of longest duration since January 1, 1970. Persons with two 
or more jobs were to report the information for the job at which they worked the most hours. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970. 


Responses: The industry divisions are comprised of individual classes based on the general 
nature of the business carried out in the establishment where the respondent 
was employed as indicated by the reporting of the name of his employer (or 
his own business name if self-employed) and the kind of business, industry or 
service engaged in by this establishment. For further information on the 
classification, see ‘1971 Standard Industrial Classification Manual’’ Catalogue 
No. 12-501 or, alternatively, the List of codes and class titles used in the 
census. One additional class 005, “Farm type unknown”’ was used in the 
census and class 715 was combined with 707. Class 999 was not used. 
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Remarks: The categorization into the three-digit Standard Industrial Classification classes 
was performed through the use of a pre-coded List of Establishments, where 
possible, to ensure uniformity with the classification of these establishments by 
other Statistics Canada surveys. 


The Labour Force Survey obtains the last industry of persons not currently 
employed but looking for work. The classification used should be ascertained 
before comparing the data. 


These data are most frequently tabulated and published for persons in the 
labour force who worked since January 1, 1970 (1.e., the experienced labour 
force as defined in 1971) although available for all persons who worked since 
January 1, 1970. 


*Data in 1961 refer to the industry in which employed last week and, for 
those not employed (1.e., for the “looking’’ and ‘‘not in the labour force with a 
job in the previous year”? categories) to their last job. The 1961 classification 
differs in some respects from that used in 1971 and lists of comparable classes 
and conversion indexes available from Census Division should be consulted 
when making comparisons. 


LABOUR FORCE ACTIVITY ACT 


Refers to the labour market activity of persons 15 years and over in the week prior to 
enumeration, i.e., in most cases during the week of May 24 to 31, 1971. 


The categories of this concept were derived from the responses to the five questions which 
comprised the labour force query on the census questionnaire. These questions were: 


HOURS WORKED LAST WEEK FOR PAY OR PROFIT; 

HOURS HELPED LAST WEEK WITHOUT PAY IN FAMILY FARM OR BUSINESS; 
LOOKED FOR WORK LAST WEEK; 

WITH JOB BUT ON TEMPORARY LAY-OFF LAST WEEK; 

WITH JOB LAST WEEK BUT ABSENT FROM WORK. 


The data from these questions are available (see the appropriate definitions); however, the 
major purpose of these questions was to derive the labour force activity of the respondent 
through office editing procedures, and attempts to use the data from these questions directly 
can lead to serious distortions and misinterpretations. These problems are discussed below and 
in the definition of each question. 


The questions were edited by a priority system (for positive entries) corresponding to the 
order of the questions, to prevent double counting and, thus, to exclude from the ‘‘looking”’ 
and ‘ton temporary lay-off’’ categories those with a job. The priority system used to edit the 
census query is based on the system utilized in the Statistics Canada Labour Force Survey 
where ‘“‘worked”’ has first priority whether reported as a major or secondary activity, ‘“looked”’ 
second priority and “‘had a job but not at work”’ third priority. Persons performing more than 
one of the activities queried were instructed to answer positively to each relevant question, 
while persons performing none (such as housewives engaged only in housework in their own 
home) were to answer negatively to all five. The Census Representative’s edit for completeness 
of response accepts the first positive entry as a response to the whole question and no follow- 
up was made if one positive answer had been obtained. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 


Responses: WORKED LAST WEEK FOR PAY OR PROFIT (ARMED FORCES AND 
CIVILIAN). Refers to persons 15 years and over (Armed Forces or Civilian) 
who in the week prior to enumeration, worked even a few hours for pay or 
profit, either for someone else or for themselves. Excludes inmates but includes 
persons who worked in non-family enterprises for payment in kind (religious 
workers, etc.). The separation into Armed Forces and Civilian categories was 
made by assigning those whose occupation was Commissioned Officers or Other 
Ranks, Armed Forces to the Armed Forces category. 


Data in 1961 on persons with a job in the week prior to enumeration included 
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persons who worked for pay or profit, those who worked in unpaid family 
work, and persons with jobs but not at work for reasons other than temporary 
lay-off. Labour Force Survey data on those who worked last week include those 
who worked in unpaid family work, but exclude the Armed Forces. 


WORKED LAST WEEK IN UNPAID FAMILY WORK. Refers to persons 15 
years and over who did not work for pay or profit in the week prior to 
enumeration but reported that they helped 1-19 or 20+ hours in the operation 
of a family farm or business for a related member of the same household. 
Female farm workers reporting 1-19 hours and inmates were excluded by the 
edit. 


Not collected as a separate item in 1961 or in the Labour Force Survey. 


LOOKED FOR WORK LAST WEEK. Refers to non-inmates 15 years and 
over who did not work for pay or profit or in unpaid family work in the week 
prior to enumeration but reported that they looked for work. 


In 1961, while persons on temporary lay-off were to be included in the 
category “‘looked for work’’, persons with jobs but absent for other reasons 
were not to be asked the question and are, therefore, excluded whether or not 
they looked for work. Comparable in concept with Labour Force Survey group 
“without work and seeking work’’. 


ON TEMPORARY LAY-OFF LAST WEEK. Refers to non-inmates 15 years 
and over who did not work or look for work in the week prior to enumeration 
but reported that they had a job from which they were on temporary lay-off 
(for not more than 30 days). 


Not collected as a separate item in 1961. Comparable in concept to the Labour 
Force Survey category ‘‘on temporary lay-off’. 


WITH JOB BUT NOT AT WORK LAST WEEK (ARMED FORCES AND 
CIVILIAN ). Refers to non-inmates 15 years and over (Armed Forces or 
Civilian) who did not work or look for work and were not on temporary lay- 
off during the week prior to enumeration, but reported that they had a job 
during that week from which they were absent because of illness, vacation, 
strike, training courses, etc. The separation into Armed Forces and Civilian was 
made by assigning those whose occupation was Commissioned Officers or Other 
Ranks, Armed Forces to the Armed Forces category. 


Not collected as a separate item in /96/. Similar data from the Labour Force 
Survey for the civilian portion would be for the category “‘had a job but not at 
work for reasons other than temporary lay-off’’, included as part of the 
employed. 


NOT IN THE LABOUR FORCE (NON-INMATE). Refers to persons other 
than inmates who reported negatively to all five parts of the labour force 
query, 1.e., who did not work or look for work, were not on temporary lay-off 
and did not have a job from which they were absent because of illness, etc., in 
the week prior to enumeration. Includes also female farm labourers who helped 
1-19 hours only on a family farm. 


. 


Comparable to the “‘not in the labour force (non-inmate)’’ group of 1961 and 
comparable in concept to the ‘‘not in the labour force’? category of the Labour 
Force Survey. 


NOT IN THE LABOUR FORCE (INMATE). Refers to persons 15 years and 
over, classified by their relationship to head as inmates of institutions (i.e., 
including inmate’s wife, etc.; see Household status), who are automatically 
categorized as not in the labour force (i.e., as not working, looking for work or 
with jobs but not at work) in the census edited data, regardless of their entries 
to the labour force query. 


Comparable to 1961 data for this group except for possible effects of more 
stringent edit conditions. Excluded from Labour Force Survey sample. 
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Remarks: Similar data are collected by the Labour Force Survey, using a major activity 
and secondary activity approach. A separate question on reasons for working 
less than the usual number of hours is used to determine those in this group 
who were on temporary lay-off, who are included with the unemployed, if not 
also working. Survey coverage is inclusive of persons 14 years but exclusive of 
Yukon and N.W.T., Indians on reserves, members of the Armed Forces, 
inmates of institutions and overseas households. Some differences may also exist 
in the treatment of a few marginal groups (such as persons taking retraining 
courses) where the census Instruction Booklet contained no instructions for such 
persons. A paper giving further background on the comparison of census and 
labour force data is available on request. 


*General data on labour force activity were confined to information on persons 
with a job or, if none, looking for work, in the week prior to enumeration. 
Persons on temporary lay-off were to be included in the latter group. Inmates 
and female unpaid family workers, who were farm labourers and reported their 
usual hours of work as less than 20, were excluded by edit from the 1961 
labour force. 


Several important and specific differences in definition exist between the 1971 
and 1961 Censuses; these differences are discussed as part of the definition of 
each response. 


LABOUR FORCE, EMPLOYED EMACTPOP 


Refers to all non-inmates 15 years and over who, during the week prior to enumeration, 
worked for pay or profit, or in unpaid family work, or had a job from which they were 
temporarily absent because of illness, vacation, strike, etc. This is derived by combining 
‘“‘WORKED LAST WEEK FOR PAY OR PROFIT (ARMED FORCES) + (CIVILIAN)’’, 
‘““WORKED LAST WEEK IN UNPAID FAMILY WORK”, and “WITH JOB BUT NOT AT 
WORK LAST WEEK (ARMED FORCES) + (CIVILIAN )’’. See responses of Labour Force 
Activity. Persons who had jobs but did not work during the reference week were included in 
the unemployed, if they were on temporary lay-off or looked for work. Female farm workers 
working less than 20 hours in a family farm or business are also excluded, as are employed 
inmates of institutions. 


Censuses: IST Aol 

Remarks: See ‘““Remarks”’ on “‘Labour Force, Total’’ for the coverage difference between 
the 1971 Census and the Labour Force Survey and the possible sources of 
difference. 


*Since persons with a job but not at work for reasons other than temporary 
lay-off were included in the group ‘‘with a job last week’’ whether or not they 
also looked for work, data are not completely comparable. In addition, some 
evidence exists that enumerators incorrectly included those on temporary lay-off 
in this group, in some instances. 


LABOUR FORCE, EXPERIENCED EXACTPOP 


Derived by deleting from the total labour force those persons looking for work who had never 
worked or who had worked only prior to January 1, 1970. 


Censuses: 1971, 1961* 


Remarks: In reference to the Labour Force Survey, Labour Force enumerators are 
instructed to enter ‘‘None’’ in the questions on Occupation and Industry for 
persons looking for work who had never worked before. The data for 
Occupation and Industry are, therefore, exclusive of such persons, but inclusive 
of those looking for work who had not worked recently. 
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*The experienced labour force of 1961 is not directly comparable; it referred to 
the total labour force, excluding persons looking for work who had never 
worked, but including persons looking for work who had not worked since 
January 1, 1960. The number of such persons was, however, very small. 


LABOUR FORCE, NOT IN NACTPOP 


‘ 


Derived by adding the groups “‘not in labour force (inmate)’’ and ‘‘not in labour force (non- 
inmate)’’. Most persons in this category are students, housewives, retired workers, seasonal 
workers enumerated in an “off” season who are not looking for work, and persons who 
cannot work because of long-term physical or mental illness or disability. Inmates of 
institutions are included. Unpaid female farm workers helping less than 20 hours in a family 
farm or business are transferred to this group by edit. 


Censuses: 1971, 1961* 


Remarks: Not comparable to the Labour Force Survey since the latter excludes inmates 
from their coverage. Other coverage differences are the inclusion of 14-year 
olds and the exclusion of Yukon, N.W.T., Indians on reserves and the Armed 
Forces and overseas households in the survey. 


*Because different questions were used to establish the labour force in 1961, 
although the concepts are the same, some non-comparability of data may exist. 


LABOUR FORCE, TOTAL (current) TOTACTPO 


Derived by combining those in the groups ““‘WORKED LAST WEEK FOR PAY OR PROFIT 
(ARMED FORCES) + (CIVILIAN)’’, “WORKED LAST WEEK IN UNPAID FAMILY 
WORK’”’, “LOOKED FOR WORK LAST WEEK”, “ON TEMPORARY LAY-OFF LAST 
WEEK’”’, and ‘WITH JOB BUT NOT AT WORK LAST WEEK (ARMED FORCES) + 
(CIVILIAN )”’. See responses of Labour Force Activity. Since housework in own home and 
volunteer work are excluded from the ‘ WORKED LAST WEEK FOR PAY OR PROFIT” 
and ‘“ WORKED LAST WEEK IN UNPAID FAMILY WORK” groups, persons performing 
only these activities are excluded from the labour force. Also excluded are female farm workers 
who indicated they helped without pay on a family farm for less than 20 hours, and inmates 
of institutions. 


Censuses: 1971, 1961* 


Remarks: PARTICIPATION RATE for any area, group or category is normally the 
percentage the total labour force forms of the total population 15 years and 
over in the area, group or category. 


Comparable in concept to the Labour Force Survey. Since different questions 
and methods were used in the census, some problems of non-comparability of 
data may be found when data are analysed. Labour Force Survey coverage is 
inclusive of 14-year olds and exclusive of residents of the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories and overseas households, Indians on reserves, members of 
the Armed Forces and inmates of institutions. 


*Comparable in concept with 1961 but different questions to obtain the 
information (‘Did you have a job last week?’’ and “Did you look for work 
last week?’’) and different methodology (Canvasser enumeration) may result in 
some non-comparability.

LABOUR FORCE, UNEMPLOYED INACTPOP 


Consists of all non-inmates 15 years and over who, during the week prior to enumeration, 
were not working but were “looking for work’’, or were ‘‘on temporary lay-off’’. See responses 
of Labour Force Activity. Persons seeking their first job are included as are those who would 
have looked for work except that they were temporarily ill or believed no suitable work was 
available in the community. It excludes unemployed inmates of institutions. 


Censuses: 1971, 1961* 


Remarks: The UNEMPLOYMENT RATE for any area, group or category is the 
percentage the unemployed labour force forms of the total (or occasionally the 
experienced) labour force in the area, group or category. Labour Force Survey 
is exclusive of Yukon and N.W.T., overseas households, Indian Reserves, 
members of Armed Forces, and inmates of institutions, but includes 14-year 
olds. Concept is comparable although questions were different, and some 
problem of non-comparability may be found when data are analysed. 


* Mainly comparable in concept except that persons reported as with jobs but 
absent because of illness, vacation, strike, etc., were not asked the question. 
Since, for this group, looking for work takes priority in 1971, some non- 
comparability exists. 


LANGUAGE MOST OFTEN SPOKEN AT HOME LANUSU 
Refers to the language spoken most frequently by the person in his home. 

Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 

Reported for: Total population 

Responses: See Appendix A. 


Remarks: Respondents speaking two or more languages reported the language, which, in 
their opinion, they used most frequently. Persons living alone reported the 
language spoken most frequently in their daily routine. For infants who had 
not learned to speak, the language spoken most often in the home was 
reported. Persons other than infants who were unable to speak were considered 
as speaking the language in which they made themselves understood. 


LANGUAGE, OFFICIAL LANOF 


Refers to the ability to carry on a conversation of some length on various topics in either of 
the official languages of Canada (English and French). 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 
Reported for: Total population 


Responses: English only; French only; both English and French; neither English nor 
French. 


Remarks: Either English or French studied at school was not to be reported unless a 
conversation could be conducted in it. Infants who had not learned to speak 
were reported as speaking the language most commonly spoken in the home, if 
either English or French was the language of the home. Otherwise, they were 
reported as speaking neither English nor French. In no case, were infants who 
had not learned to speak reported as speaking both languages. Persons other 
than infants, who were unable to speak, were reported as speaking the 
language in which they made themselves understood, if either English or 
French. Persons speaking either or both of the official languages may also 
speak other languages and may have a mother tongue other than English or 
French. 
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LOOKED FOR WORK LAST WEEK (total) QUEMP 


Refers to whether or not the person (including inmates and those also working for pay or 
profit or in unpaid family work) looked for work in the week prior to enumeration. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: Yes: NU, 


Remarks: For data based on the usual labour force concepts, see Labour Force Activity. 
These data were retained primarily to permit examination of persons with 
more than one labour market activity. Because of the possible effect on the data 
of the field edits for completeness, caution should be exercised when using 
these data for such purposes. 


Similar data not normally available from the Labour Force Survey. 


*In 1961, persons who indicated they had a job were not asked if they looked 
for work and any answers received in error for such persons were deleted in 
the editing. For data more comparable to the 1961 category ‘looked for 
work’’, see the edited category ‘‘looked for work last week’? under Labour 
Force Activity concept. 


MARITAL STATUS MAT 
Refers to the conjugal status of a person. 
Censuses: 1971419668 196.1* 


Reported for: Total population 
Responses: SINGLE (never married): Persons who never married (including all persons 
less than 15 years) and persons whose marriage was annulled. 


NOW MARRIED: Persons whose husband or wife 1s living, unless the couple 
are separated or a divorce has been obtained; persons living common-law are 
considered as ‘Now married””. 


WIDOWED: Persons who have lost their spouse through death and who have 
not remarried. 


DIVORCED: Persons who have obtained a legal divorce and have not 
remarried. 


SEPARATED: Persons who have been deserted or who have parted because 
they no longer want to live together, but have not obtained a divorce. They 
may or may not be legally separated. 


**“Separated’’ persons were included with ‘“‘married’’ persons. 


MARRIAGE, FIRST, DATE OF DAIMR 
Refers to the month, year and decade of first marriage for persons 15 years and over who 
identify themselves as married, widowed, divorced or separated under “‘Marital status”’. 
Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who have ever been married. 

Responses: Januarye! 8380,thebrudry9 1880.82. Ue seen. May 1971. 


Remarks: Persons under 15 years who identified themselves as ‘‘ever married’’ were 
classed as ‘‘single (never married)”” when the questionnaire was edited. 
This question on date of first marriage was answered by males and females, 
regardless of whether the marriage took place in Canada or abroad. 


AGE AT FIRST MARRIAGE was derived by combining this information on 
date of first marriage with the information reported for date of birth. 
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*In 1961, the question on date of first marriage applied only to females and 
was answered in groups of months: January-May, June-November, December. 


MOTHER TONGUE LANM 


Refers to the first language learned that is still understood. Persons who no longer understand 
the first language they learned reported the next language they learned and still understand. 


Censuses: 1971 1961 
Reported for: Total population 
Responses: See Appendix D. 


Remarks: For infants who had not learned to speak, the language spoken most often in 
the home was reported. Deaf-mutes were considered as speaking the language 
in which they made themselves understood. 


MOVES, INTERMUNICIPAL INTERMU 


Refers to number of moves from one Canadian city, town, village, or municipality to another 
between June 1, 1966 and May 31, 1971. 


Census: 1971 (1/5%sample) 
Reported for: Persons 5 years and over 
Responses: None 01/74 5101 more. 


Remarks: Moving away and returning to the same place was counted as two moves. 
Persons coming to Canada from another country did not count their arrival in 
Canada as a move, but included any moves made within Canada. The moves 
of students to attend school or to take summer employment were not counted. 
For persons 5-14 years, mobility information was imputed on the basis of 
information reported for the parents, if present. If neither was present, 
imputation was made on the basis of information reported by the Head of the 
household. 


OCCUPATION OCC 


Refers to the kind of work the person was doing, as determined by his reporting of his kind 
of work, his description of his most important duties, and the job title. Data relate to the job 
at which the respondent worked the most hours (if he had more than one job). If he did not 
have a job during the week prior to enumeration, the data relate to the job of longest 
duration since January 1, 1970. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970. 


Responses: A classification system based on the Canadian Classification and Dictionary of 
Occupations was used in the 1971 Census. Unit Groups to which occupations 
are classified in this system were formed to have a “desirable degree of 
homogeneity with respect to kind of work performed’’. Although work 
performed may be influenced by particular industrial process, the classification 
of individuals by their kind of work is theoretically independent of the nature 
of business of the establishment in which it is carried on. In most cases, self- 
employed individuals, reporting their kind of work, are classified to the 
relevant unit group in the same fashion as employees. For further information 
on the classification, including definitions of the individual unit groups, see 
‘Occupational Classification Manual, Census of Canada, 1971”? Volume I, 
Catalogue No. 12-536, or alternatively, the List of codes and class titles used in 
the census. It should be noted that classes 1149 and 9918 were subdivided by 
machine edit and given new codes according to the industry in which found. 
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Remarks: These data are most frequently tabulated and published for persons in the 
labour force who worked since January 1, 1970 (i.e., the experienced labour 
force as defined in 1971) although available for all persons who worked since 
January 1, 1970. 


*The data classification system is not comparable. Similar data were collected 
in 1961 and classified on the basis of the 1961 Census Occupational 
Classification; these data were based on reported kind of work only and were 
related to job during the week prior to enumeration, or to the last job of those 
with no job who were looking for work or for those not in labour force who 
had worked in the previous 12 months. Comparisons with 1961 data should be 
made only after consulting the Census Division. It is hoped that lists of 
comparable classes and conversion charts will be prepared for publication at a 
later date. 


PLACE OF RESIDENCE 5 YEARS AGO PLRES66 


The place where a person normally lived and slept, ie., his home on June 1, 1966. This 
question on actual movements of population within Canada thus refers to the classification of 
population into: (a) MOVERS, NON-MOVERS (MOBILITY STATUS); (b) MIGRANTS, 
NON-MIGRANTS (MIGRATION STATUS). 


MOVERS (MOBILE POPULATION) refers to persons who, on Census Day, were living in a 
different dwelling than the one occupied five years previously. 


MIGRANTS are persons whose place of residence five years prior to the census was outside 
the municipality in which they were residing at the census date. NON-MIGRANTS are 
persons who were residing in the same municipality five years prior to the census, even 
though they may have changed dwellings within the municipality, or have moved out of the 
municipality and returned to it within the five-year period. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 5 years and over 


Responses: Same dwelling; same city, town, village or municipality, but not same dwelling; 
different city, town, village or municipality in Canada (respondents were asked 
to state its name); outside Canada. 


Remarks: For persons 5-14 years, mobility information was imputed on the basis of 
information reported for the parents, if present. If neither parent was present, 
imputation was made on the basis of information reported by the Head of the 
household. 


In cases where changes had occurred in the name or boundaries of a 
municipality since June 1, 1966, the name or boundaries as they existed on 
June 1, 1971 were reported. 


*In 1961, respondents were asked, “Did you live in this dwelling five years 
ago, on June I, 1956?’. In 1971, the question was “Where did you live five 
years ago, on June 1, 1966?”’. 


PLACE OF WORK, USUAL PLEMP 


Refers to the place where the person usually worked in performing the job reported. The job 

reported was that held by the person in the week prior to enumeration or, if not employed in 
that week, his job of longest duration since January |, 1970. For persons with more than one 
job during the week prior to enumeration, the place of work was to be reported for the job at 
which they worked the most hours. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 


Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970. 
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Responses: The full address was to be reported including the province and, where 
applicable, county, municipality, street and number. If the full address was not 
known, the name of the building, the side of the street and nearest corner or 
the name of the area could be substituted. Persons who did not work in one 
area but reported regularly to a headquarters were to give the address of the 
local headquarters or depot. Those whose place of work was their home or the 
farm on which they lived reported ‘At home’’. Persons with no usual place of 
work reported the address where they worked most often. Data were coded to 
the municipality level, and in a post-censal coding operation, to the census tract 
level in most tracted areas. 


Diplomats, Armed Forces personnel enumerated abroad, recent immigrants not 
currently employed whose job of longest duration since January 1, 1970 was 
outside Canada, and persons working in nearby US centres are included in the 
‘Outside Canada” category. In tabulations using place of work as the 
geographic base, the place of residence can be substituted for those reporting 
‘At home”’. 


Data on place of work will be available for provinces, counties and census 
divisions, municipalities and subdivisions, census tracts of most census-tracted 
areas, modified CMA - CA (census metropolitan area - census agglomeration) 
parts and for modified Canada Manpower Centre areas. 


Remarks: These data are most frequently tabulated and published for the employed 
labour force or the experienced labour force although available for all persons 
who worked since January 1, 1970. 


POPULATION (CANADIAN RESIDENTS) POPTOT 


Refers to the total number of persons whose usual place of residence at the census date (ie. 
midnight between May 31 and June 1, 1971) was somewhere in Canada, including Canadian 
government employees stationed abroad and their families, members of Canadian Armed 
Forces stationed abroad and their families, and crews of Canadian merchant vessels. Not 
included are government representatives of other countries and their families, attached to the 
legation, embassy, or other diplomatic body of that country, members of the Armed Forces of 
other countries stationed in Canada and members of their families who are not citizens of 
Canada, students attending school in Canada whose usual residence is outside Canada, and 
residents of another country visiting in Canada temporarily.

POPULATION, FARM POPAG 


All persons living in a dwelling situated on a census-farm, regardless of their occupation. 
Persons living on census-farms that were located in cities, towns and villages were included 
with the census-farm population of the adjoining subdivisions.

POPULATION, RURAL FARM POPRUAG 


All persons living in dwellings situated on census-farms in rural localities. The population 
living on farms includes persons who are not connected with the farming operations and who 
derive their income from non-agricultural pursuits. Conversely, farm operators and their 
families who live elsewhere than on their holdings are not included. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 
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POPULATION, RURAL NON-FARM POPRUNAG 


All persons living in rural localities in dwellings other than those situated on census-farms. 
Rural non-farm population includes such groups as: (1) agricultural workers who do not reside 
on a farm; (2) residents of municipalities which do not meet the criteria of the urban 
definition. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 
POPULATION, URBAN POPURB 


The urban population includes all persons living in: (1) incorporated cities, towns and villages 
with a population of 1,000 or over; (2) unincorporated places of 1,000 or over, having a 
population density of at least 1,000 per square mile; (3) the urbanized fringe of (1) or (2). 
All the remaining population is rural. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


RELIGION (religious denomination) RELIG 


Refers to the specific religious body, denomination, sect or community reported in answer to 
the question ‘What is your religion?”’. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 
Reported for: Total population 
Responses: See Appendix E. 


Remarks: Respondents were asked to give a specific denomination, even if they did not 
attend a place of worship, although provision was made for marking “No 
religion”? if the person considered this to be the appropriate answer. For 
infants and young children, the religion in which they were being brought up 
was reported. Census figures do not measure church membership or indicate 
the degree of affiliation with any religious body. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE EDPRES 


Refers to either full-time or part-time attendance at any type of educational institution since 
September 1970. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 5 years and over 
Responses: Full-time; part-time, day or evening; no attendance. 


Remarks: A person was considered as attending full-time if he took 75 per cent or more 
of the normal course load in the grade or year in which he was registered. 
Part-time courses include only organized instructional classes aimed at 
expanding knowledge or skills but do not include activities which have no 
educational aim or which are not planned in systematic sequence (e.g. isolated 
public lectures). 


*Data for part-time attendance were not collected. The question was: ‘‘Since 
last September, did you attend school or university? Yes (any regular day-time 
attendance); No”’. 

In 1961, the concept of school attendance was restricted to attendance at 
elementary or secondary schools and universities. It did not include attendance 
at such institutions as technical institutes, community colleges, CEGEP’s, 
teachers’ colleges, schools of nursing, trade schools, business schools, etc. 


SCHOOLING, ELEMENTARY OR SECONDARY EDELSC 


Refers to the highest grade of elementary or secondary school attended. Persons who were 
currently enrolled at census time gave the grade or year they were attending.

Remarks: Levels of education as expressed in grades vary from province to province and 
also over the years in most provinces. The following equivalents provide a 
rough guide and have been accepted for census purposes. Senior matriculation 
is Grade 12 in Nova Scotia and Grade 13 in Ontario and British Columbia. In 
Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick, Grade 12 is the normal year for 
leaving school, and in Newfoundland, Grade 11. For the Québec provincial 
school system, high-school graduation is at Grade 12, followed by a 2-year or 
3-year course in CEGEP’s. For graduates of the classical colleges of Québec, 
‘‘Versification’’ is considered equivalent to Grade 11, and ‘‘Belles-Lettres’’ is 
beyond the secondary level. High-school graduation is at the Grade 12 level in 
the Prairie Provinces and is equivalent to Senior matriculation in the other 
provinces. The educational system of the Yukon is patterned after that of 
British Columbia, while the Northwest Territories follows the education system 
of the Prairie Provinces. In the British school system, Sth Form (Grammar or 
Public School) is equated to Grade 13, and 6th Form to the first year of 
university. In the Continental system, the first four years of Middle School 
(Lyceum, Gymnasium, College, etc.) correspond to Grades 9 to 12. 


SCHOOLING, LEVEL OF EDGR 


Refers to the highest grade or year of elementary school, secondary school or university 
attended. Whether or not the person had attended any post-secondary institution other than 
university may also be indicated, depending on the tabulation.

Responses: Persons who were enrolled in an educational institution at census date reported 
the grade or year in which they were registered. 


*In 1961, grades or years on the enumeration documents were categorized as 
Elementary 1-4, Elementary 5+, and Secondary 1 to 5. University level was 
given in the following classifications: 1-2 years of university, 3 years, 4 years 
and university degree. In 1971, the elementary-secondary categories were 
dropped and the grades were categorized as | to 13. University level was given 
as 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 or 6+ years of university. Attendance at ‘“‘other’’ post- 
secondary institutions was not recorded in 1961. University degrees were 
classified as Bachelor, First Professional, Master’s or higher in 1971. In 1961 
‘University degree’’ only was obtained without classification by type. 


SCHOOLING, PLACE OF COMPLETION OF HIGHEST GRADE OF ELEMENTARY OR 
SECONDARY SCHOOLING PLELSCED 


Refers to the place where the person completed his highest grade (or year) of elementary or 
secondary schooling, specifying the province if in Canada. Otherwise, “Outside Canada’’ was 
reported, without specifying the country. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 


Responses: Nfid., P.E.I., NS. N.B., Qué. Ont. Man. Sask., Alta., B.C. Yukon, N.W.T., 
outside Canada, no schooling. 


Remarks: Persons who attended school in more than one province reported the province 
where they completed their highest grade (or year). Persons who had never 
attended school reported ‘No schooling”’.

SCHOOLING, POST-SECONDARY NON-UNIVERSITY EDNU 


Refers to attendance at trade or business schools, institutes of technology, community colleges, 
CEGEP’s (in Québec), teachers’ colleges, schools of nursing, etc. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: None, 1, 2, 3+. 


Remarks: Persons who took one year in each of two different types of post-secondary 
schools reported 2 years of post-secondary schooling. 


SCHOOLING, POST-SECONDARY UNIVERSITY EDU 
Refers to the number of years of university training. 

Censuses: [97 Jet 1/3 sample), 1961" 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 

Responses: koma, Jk, 27 Be 4 Ss Odes 


Remarks: Persons who attended only part of a year at university, or who attended the 
qualifying year, reported “University 1’. If more than one year was required 
to complete | year of schooling, only one year was counted. Persons who 
completed a year or more in more than one faculty reported the combined 
number of years completed in the different faculties. 


*The responses were 1-2, 3, 4+, Degree. 


SEX SEX 

Refers to the gender of the respondent. 

Censuses: 1971; 1966, 1961 

Reported for: Total population 

Responses: Male, female. 

Remarks: Since a person’s first name is not always sufficient indication of his sex (e.g., 
Jean, Leslie, Francis), respondents were required to specify “‘Male’’ or 
Females. 
SEX RATIO refers to the ratio of the number of males per 100 or per 1,000 
females. 

UNIVERSITY DEGREE UDEG 

Refers to the highest university degree obtained. 

Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 

Responses: No university degree, certificate or diploma; a university certificate or diploma 
(below Bachelor level); Bachelor degree; Master’s or equivalent, or earned 
Doctorate. 

Remarks: Honorary degrees were.not included. 


*In 1961, ‘University degree’’ only was obtained without classification by type. 
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VOCATIONAL COURSE, TYPE OF TYPAPP 
Refers to training obtained through apprenticeship or by means of some other full-time 
vocational course. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who have ever completed a full-time vocational 
course. 

Responses: Apprenticeship course; other full-time vocational; none. 

Remarks: To be considered, a vocational course or apprenticeship had to be of three 


months duration or longer. Courses leading to a high-school diploma or to a 
university degree, certificate, or diploma were not counted. The following 
courses were included only if they were taken to improve occupational 
qualifications: arts and craft programmes; literacy or language courses; 
investment or homemaking courses; music or other cultural courses. Courses 
within the Armed Services were included if they were of three months full-time 
duration and useful in civilian life. Courses which were dropped before 
completion were not included. 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING, DATE OF COMPLETION OF COMAPP 
Refers to the period when the vocational course was completed. 
Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 


Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who have ever completed a full-time vocational 
course of at least three months duration. 


Responses: Before 1946; 1946-1955; 1956-1960; 1961-1965; 1966-1968; 1969-1971. 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING, KIND OF APP 


Refers to the field of an APPRENTICESHIP or other full-time vocational course, e.g. 
carpentry, barbering, drafting, etc. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 


Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who have ever completed a full-time vocational 
course of at least three months duration. 


Responses: See Appendix F. 


Remarks: Persons who had completed more than one course were required to describe 
the course or apprenticeship of longest duration. 


VOCATIONAL TRAINING, LENGTH OF DURAPP 
Refers to the duration of the vocational course or apprenticeship in months or years. 
Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 


Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who have ever completed a full-time vocational 
course of at least three months duration. 


Responses: 3-5 months; 6-12 months; 1-2 years; 2-3 years; more than 3 years. 


Remarks: Persons who had completed more than one course were required to describe 
the course or apprenticeship of longest duration. Length of apprenticeship 
training includes the entire length of the apprenticeship, not just the time spent 
in formal class-room or shop instruction. 


WARTIME SERVICE VETERAN 


Refers to any service during wartime in the active military forces (Army, Navy, or Air Force) 
of Canada or allied countries. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
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Reported for: Men 35 years and over 


Responses: In World War I or earlier wars; in World War II or in Korea; in both World 
Wars; no wartime service. 


Remarks: Service in semi-civilian organizations such as the Merchant Marine, Red Cross, 
St. John Ambulance Corps, and Salvation Army, or in a civilian capacity in 
service schools, establishments or the reserve units of the military, was not 
included. 


*Only men of 25 years and over were asked this question. 


WEEKS WORKED IN 1970 WKSEMP70 


Refers to the number of weeks in 1970 during which the respondent worked even for a few 
hours. Includes weeks of paid vacation or sick leave or paid absence on training courses. 
“Work” implies work for ‘‘pay or profit””, self-employment, unpaid work on family farm or 
business, and work for payment “in kind”’ in a non-family enterprise. Data are available for 
all persons who worked since January 1, 1970, including the number of those who did not 
work in 1970. 


Censuses: IST Cl/ 35 sample),.1961* 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over who worked since January 1, 1970. 

Responses: Did not work during 1970; 1-13; 14-26; 27-39; 40-48; 49-52. 

Remarks: Edited data do not include inmates of institutions. 
The January 1971 Labour Force Survey included a question on weeks worked 
in 1970 for all persons 14 years and over. Other coverage differences consist of 
the exclusion of Yukon and N.W.T., Indian Reserves, inmates of institutions, 
and the Armed Forces and overseas households. Because of the shorter recall 
period, these data can be used as measure of this problem in the census 


Statistics after allowances are made for coverage differences and sampling 
errors. 


*Not comparable. In 1961, weeks worked for cash wages and salaries in the 
previous 12 months were to be reported. Therefore, most self-employed persons 
and unpaid family workers as well as persons working for payment in kind in 
non-family enterprises answered ‘‘None’’ to the question. 


WEEKS WORKED IN 1970, FULL-TIME OR PART-TIME WKSFUPAR 


Persons who worked in 1970 were asked to report whether the weeks reported were mainly 
full weeks of work or mainly weeks in which they worked only part of a week. (Persons 
working only one day a week were instructed to mark “‘Part-time’’.) Persons with a part-time 
job for part of the year and a full-time job for another part of the year were to report the 
information for the job at which they worked the most weeks. FULL-TIME WORK was 
defined as work for the full work week for the normal work hours.

Remarks: No completely specific definition was given for full-time because of the varying 
hours considered as full-time in different occupations and industries.

Refers to whether or not the person (including inmates and those who also worked or looked 
for work) was on temporary lay-off from his job at any time in the week prior to 
enumeration.

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 
Responses: ESS THX), 


Remarks: For data based on the usual labour force concepts, see Labour Force Activity. 
These data were retained primarily to permit the examination of persons with 
more than one labour market activity. Because of the possible effect on the data 
of the field edits for completeness, caution should be exercised when using 
these data for such purposes. 


WITH JOB LAST WEEK BUT ABSENT FROM WORK (total) EMPABS 


Refers to whether or not the person (including inmates and persons who also worked or 
looked for work) had a job from which he was absent at any time in the week prior to 
enumeration because of illness, vacation, labour dispute at his place of work, training courses 
or educational leave with or without pay providing his job was being held for his return, bad 
weather, fire, personal reasons, etc. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 

Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 

Responses: Yes; no. 

Remarks: Persons with definite instructions to report to a new job were also to be 
included in those with a job but absent last week. 


For data based on the usual labour force concepts, see Labour Force Activity. 
These data were retained primarily to permit the examination of persons with 
more than one labour market activity. Because of the possible effect on the data 
of the field edits for completeness, caution should be exercised when using 
these data for such purposes. 


WORK EXPERIENCE EMPEX 


Refers to work experience prior to the census date derived from information on ‘‘when last 
worked”” and on whether or not the person worked in 1970 as indicated by the weeks worked 
in 1970 question. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* 
Reported for: Persons 15 years and over 


Responses: Worked only in 1971; worked in 1970 but not in 1971; worked in 1970 and 
in 1971; worked prior to 1970; never worked. 


Remarks: No special treatment was provided for special population groups such as 
inmates. No comparable data available from Labour Force Survey although 
information on work in 1970 was collected in January 1971. 


*No comparable data are possible from 1961 as only persons without jobs who 
were not seeking work were asked if they had worked in the previous 12 
months, and weeks worked in the same period were to be reported only if they 
worked for cash wages and salary.

Refers to the year or period in which persons 15 years and over (including inmates) last 
worked at all, even for a few days.

Recent immigrants who had not yet found employment in Canada reported the 
year in which they last worked in another country. ‘Never worked’’ was 
reported only if the person had never had a job or business, or had never been 
in the Armed Forces, or had never done any unpaid work in a family business 
or farm. 

No comparable data are available from the Labour Force Survey. Occasional 
surveys have included questions on labour market activity over a longer period

BATH FACILITIES BA 


Refers to installed bath or shower facilities connected to a drain using piped running water 
and controlled by a tap. 


Censuses: 1971; 1961 (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 

Responses: Exclusive use; shared use; none. 

Remarks: Such facilities used by two-or-more family groups occupying the same dwelling 


or by individual persons such as lodgers within the same dwelling are 
considered as “‘exclusive’’ rather than ‘‘shared”’. 


BEDROOMS CHAMB 


Refers to all rooms designed and furnished to be used primarily as sleeping quarters even if 
they are only used for such purposes infrequently.

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings

DWELLING HAB 


Refers to a structurally separate set of LIVING QUARTERS with a private entrance from 
outside or from a common hallway or stairway inside the building, ie., the entrance must not 
be through someone else’s living quarters. Dwellings UNDER CONSTRUCTION that are not 
ready for occupancy are not included. There are private and collective dwellings, but data on 
housing were collected for private dwellings only. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


DWELLING, COLLECTIVE COLHAB 


Refers to a dwelling in which a large number of persons are likely to reside. Included are 
hotels, motels, hospitals, staff residences, institutions, military camps, work camps, all jails and 
missions, and rooming- or lodging-houses with 10 or more persons not related to the Head of 
the household. Also included are small hotels, nursing homes, etc., which display indications of 
a business establishment (e.g., such signs as “‘Eventide Home’’, ‘Mrs. Smith’s Nursing 
Home’’), even though there are fewer than 10 persons not related to the Head of the 
household. 

In collective dwellings, all individuals are considered to be of the same household, occupying 
one dwelling, regardless of the number of buildings used for living quarters. In certain 
instances, however, there may be private households occupying structurally separate dwellings 
on or in the institution’s or company’s premises (e.g., separate dwelling quarters for staff or 
employees living with their families). In these cases, the living quarters are enumerated as 
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private dwellings inhabited by private households. Small religious institutions or other such 
collective-type arrangements are also considered to be private dwellings if they have fewer than 
ten occupants. Data on housing are not collected for collective dwellings.

DWELLING, FARM AGHAB 


Refers to a private occupied dwelling situated on an agricultural holding of at least one acre, 
with sales of agricultural products, within the 12 months previous to Census Day, valued at 
$50 or more.

DWELLING, MORTGAGED OWNER-OCCUPIED HYPROHAB 


Refers to an owner-occupied dwelling on which there are debts, OTHER THAN THOSE 
DWELLINGS OCCUPIED BY A FARM OPERATOR WHO RESIDES ON THE FARM HE 
OPERATES. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 


Remarks: A dwelling is considered mortgaged until it is fully paid for. Data were 
collected on the presence of mortgages and on the holder of the first mortgage, 
but not on the amounts of these mortgages. 


DWELLING, OCCUPIED OCPRHAB 


Refers to a private dwelling occupied by a person or persons on Census Day, or whose usual 
occupants were temporarily residing elsewhere. Most data on housing were collected for 
occupied private dwellings, either owned or rented. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


DWELLING, OWNER-OCCUPIED PROPHAB 


Refers to a dwelling, OTHER THAN THOSE DWELLINGS OCCUPIED BY A FARM 
OPERATOR WHO RESIDES ON THE FARM HE OPERATES, which is owned by some 
member of the household. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 


Remarks: A dwelling is classified as owned even though it may be mortgaged. This also 
includes dwellings under separate ownership in any multiple dwelling structure. 


DWELLING, PRIVATE PRHAB 


Refers to a dwelling in which one person, a family, or other small group of individuals may 
reside, such as a single house, apartment, etc. It may be occupied or vacant. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


DWELLING, TENANT-OCCUPIED NPROPHAB 


Refers to a dwelling, OTHER THAN THOSE DWELLINGS OCCUPIED BY A FARM 
OPERATOR WHO RESIDES ON THE FARM HE OPERATES, which is not owned by any 
member of the household. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 


Remarks: Included are living quarters provided rent-free if the quarters are not owned by 
any member of the household. 
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DWELLING, VACANT VACANHAB 


Refers to a dwelling, not a seasonal or vacation home, which was suitable and available for 
immediate occupancy, but which was not inhabited on Census Day. Newly constructed 
dwellings, completed and ready for occupancy, but as yet unoccupied at the census date were 
counted as vacant. This does not refer, however, to dwellings in which the occupants are 
temporarily away. 


Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 
*In 1966 and 1961, this information was obtained in the Visitation Record. 


DWELLINGS IN BUILDING, NUMBER OF NOHAB 


Refers to the number of private occupied or vacant dwellings located in the same structure as 
the dwelling which is being enumerated.

Reported for: Private occupied or vacant dwellings. 

Responses: 1, 2, 3, … 7; 8-9; 10-24; 25-49: 50-99; 100 or over. 

Remarks: For private vacant dwellings, this was determined by the Census Representative 


with the help of neighbours, real estate firms or the owner. 


FUEL USED FOR COOKING COMBC 
Refers to the fuel used most often for cooking. 

Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 


Responses: Oil or other liquid fuel; piped gas; bottled gas; electricity; coal or coke; wood; 
other; no fuel used. 


FUEL USED FOR HOUSE HEATING COMBHAB 
Refers to the principal fuel used for house heating. 
Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 


Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 


Responses: Oil or other liquid fuel; piped gas; bottled gas; electricity; coal or coke; wood; 
other; no fuel used. 


* In 1961, ‘‘sawdust’’ was listed separately. In 1971, it is included in 
‘Others ”’. 


FUEL USED FOR WATER HEATING COMBAQUA 
Refers to the fuel used most often for water heating. 

Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 


Responses: Oil or other liquid fuel; piped gas; bottled gas; electricity; coal or coke; wood; 
other; no fuel used. 


GARAGE GARAGE 


Refers to a structurally enclosed building used to store automobiles, situated on the property on 
which the dwelling is located, even if it is rented to others. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 
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Reported for: Owner-occupied dwellings 


Responses: Yes; no. 

HEATING EQUIPMENT THERMSYS 
Refers to type of principal physical heating equipment regardless of fuel used. 

Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 

Responses: Steam or hot water furnace; hot air furnace; installed electric heating system; 


heating stove, cook stove, space heater; other (fireplace, etc.). 


*In 1961, electric heating system was included in ‘‘Other’’. 


HOUSEHOLD FACILITIES MENFA 


Refers to whether or not appliances, conveniences, or amenities designed and used to lighten 

the work load and/or improve the standard of living are present. 

Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Heads of households 

Responses: REFRIGERATOR refers to a gas or electric-powered household facility 
designed and used for cold storage of foods, including combination refrigerators 
with freezing compartments. Separate home freezers were not included. 
HOME FREEZER refers to a separate gas or electric-powered household 
facility designed and used for the storage of frozen food, exclusive of 
refrigerators and their freezer compartments. 
ELECTRIC DISHWASHER refers to an electric-powered household facility 
designed and used for the purpose of washing dishes, including both portable 
and under-counter types. 
AUTOMATIC CLOTHES DRYER refers to a gas or electric-powered 
household facility designed and used for the purpose of drying clothes. 
TELEVISION refers to both portable, console and combination models, 
powered by either battery or regular electrical sources, and belonging to any 
member of the household including relatives and lodgers. Distinction was made 
between black and white and colour television. 


*No data collected in 1961 for electric dishwasher and automatic clothes dryer. 
No distinction was made between black and white and colour television. 


MORTGAGE HYPMORT 


Refers to all debts on dwelling owned and occupied by PERSONS OTHER THAN FARM 
OPERATORS, LIVING ON THE FARMS WHICH THEY OPERATE. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Owner-occupied dwellings 
Responses: First only; more than one; none. 


*In 1961, this information-was obtained for all owned and occupied dwellings 
other than those on farms. 


MORTGAGE, HOLDER OF FIRST 1HYPMORT 
Refers to the person or organization to whom the first mortgage payments are made. 
Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 
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Reported for: Mortgaged owner-occupied dwellings 


Responses: Bank or Insurance, Loan, Trust or Mortgage Company; government (federal, 
provincial, or municipal); private individual; other (Credit Union, etc.). 


OCCUPANCY, LENGTH OF DUROCHAB 
The period of continuous occupancy of present dwelling by the Head of the household. 
Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Heads of households 

Responses: Less than | year; 1-2 years; 3-5 years; 6-10 years; more than 10 years. 
PERIOD OF CONSTRUCTION PERCONST 
Refers to the completion date of the original building. 

Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 


Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 


Responses: 1971; 1970; 1969; 1966-68; 1961-65; 1951-60; 1946-50; 1921-45: 1920 or 
before. 


RENT, CASH RENTLOYS$ 


Refers to the dollar amount required to secure occupancy, but not the ownership, of a dwelling 
for either the week or month prior to enumeration day. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Tenant-occupied dwellings 
Responses: Monthly dollar value or weekly dollar value; no cash rent. 


Remarks: Cash rent includes all payments made by the Head as well as the different 
members of the household if the rent is shared. A ‘No cash rent’ entry meant 
that persons were receiving lodging in return for services rendered, or from 
friends, relatives or anyone else, including government agencies, to whom no 
cash rent was paid. A dwelling was considered to be rented even if no cash 
rent was paid. 


RENT, GROSS RENTLOY + 


Refers to the total amount paid out by a tenant to secure and maintain a dwelling along with 
its household facilities. Included are the cash rent and such other payments as water, 
electricity, gas or fuel which were not included in the cash rent. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Tenant-occupied dwellings 
Responses: Monthly dollar value. 


Remarks: Data do not include dwellings located on agricultural holdings and occupied by 
a resident operator. 


RENT, ITEMS INCLUDED IN SERINCL 


Refers to the living conveniences and facilities for which the tenant has no amount to pay 
over and above his contract (or cash) rent. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 


Reported for: Tenant-occupied dwellings 
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Responses: Furniture or furnishings; air conditioning; refrigerator; stove; off-street parking 
(inside); off-street parking (outside). 


*In 1961, items included were: refrigerator, cook stove, furniture and garage. 


RENT, REASON FOR REDUCTION IN RSONREDU 


Refers to the reasons why the rent is lower than local rates charged for similar 
accommodation. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 

Reported for: Tenant-occupied dwellings 

Responses: Government-subsidized; services to landlord; other reasons; no reduction. 
Remarks: Government-subsidized includes federal, provincial, and municipal projects as 


well as Department of National Defence and limited dividend projects. Other 
reasons included company housing, etc. 


RENT, SERVICES IN ADDITION TO SERNINCL 


Refers to the services and facilities for which the tenant has to pay an amount over and above 
his cash rent. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Tenant-occupied dwellings 


Responses: Water, monthly dollar value; electricity, monthly dollar value; gas, monthly 
dollar value; oil, coal, wood, kerosene, yearly dollar value. 


ROOMS CHAM 
Refers to an enclosed area within a dwelling which is finished and suitable for year-round 
living. 

Censuses: 1971; 1961" C175 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 

Responses: eS eel 12 Gr moe. 


Remarks: Partially divided L-shaped rooms are considered to be separate rooms if they 
are considered as such by the respondent (e.g., L-shaped dining-room - living- 
room arrangements). Not counted as rooms are: bathrooms, clothes closets, 
pantries, halls, and rooms solely used for business purposes. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL EVAC 
Refers to the type of system used to dispose of household sewage. 

Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 


Responses: Public sewer; septic tank; other. 


STRUCTURAL TYPE OF PRIVATE DWELLING TYPPRHAB 
Refers to private dwellings characterized by their structure. 

Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 

Reported for: Private occupied and vacant dwellings 


Responses: They are classified as indicated below: 


SINGLE HOUSE: a structure with one dwelling only, separated by open space 
from all other structures except its own garage or shed. 
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SINGLE HOUSE ATTACHED: a single dwelling unit attached to a non- 
residential structure at ground level but separated from it by a wall extending 
from ground to roof - schools, churches and stores are examples of non- 
residential structures. 


SEMI-DETACHED OR DOUBLE HOUSE: a dwelling joined to only one other 
dwelling, separated from it by a wall extending from ground to roof and not 
attached to any other building (e.g., one of two dwellings attached side by side 
and separated by open space from all other buildings). 


ROW HOUSE: a dwelling unit in a row of three or more dwellings, separated 
from each other by walls extending from ground to roof. ‘TOWN HOUSES”’, 
‘GARDEN HOUSES’’, “‘MAISONNETTES’’, etc., are considered row houses. 


DUPLEX: two dwelling units, one above the other (each having a separate 
entrance), but not attached to any other building. This includes dwellings 
which were built as single houses, but in which the basement or upper storey 
has been converted to form a structurally separate set of living quarters with 
its own entrance. 


APARTMENT: a dwelling unit in an apartment building (multi-dwelling 
structure other than a double house or row house), or a house that has been 
converted into apartments. This includes dwelling types such as triplexes, 
quadruplexes, etc., or apartment(s) in a non-residential building such as a 
school, or over a store. 


MOBILE: a movable dwelling used as a permanent home, but constructed to be 
transported (e.g., domestic mobile home, trailer, houseboat, etc.). If placed on a 
permanent foundation, it is considered (for census purposes) to be a “‘single 
house’’. 


Remarks: For private vacant dwellings, this was determined by the Census 
Representative. 
*In 1966 and 1961, the term ‘‘single detached’’ was used instead of “‘single 
house’’. Single attached had two classes, single attached (double house) and 
single attached (other). With respect to comparability to 1971, the former is 
comparable to single house attached (semi-detached or double), while the latter 
embraces the two new classes: single house attached (to a non-residential 
structure) and single house attached (row house). 

TENURE OF PRESENT DWELLING MODPRHAB 

Refers to whether an occupied dwelling was owned or rented by some member of the 

household. 

Censuses: 1971; 1966; 1961 (1/5 sample) 


Reported for: 


Responses: 


Occupied dwellings other than those dwellings occupied by a farm operator 
who resides on the farm he operates. 


Owned; rented. 


TENURE OF PREVIOUS DWELLING MODPHAB 


This refers to whether or not the Head of the household owned or rented the last dwelling he 
occupied previously. 


Censuses: 
Reported for: 


Responses: 


1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 
Heads of households 


Owned; rented; lived in no other dwelling in Canada; not Head of household 
in previous dwelling. 
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Remarks: “Lived in no other dwelling in Canada’’ refers to the fact that the Head of 
household had no dwelling in Canada previous to the one he occupied on 
Census Day. ‘“‘Not Head of household in previous dwelling’’, i.e., he may have 
been a child in his parents’ home, a lodger, etc., or he may have lived outside 
Canada. 


*In 1961, ‘“‘lived in no other dwelling in Canada’’ was implied in the marking 
space ‘Not applicable”’. 


TOILET, FLUSH TOIL 
Refers to a toilet connected to a drainage system and operated by means of water piped into 
it. 

Censuses: 1971; 1961 (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 

Responses: Exclusive use, one only; exclusive use, two or more; shared; none. 


Remarks: Such facilities used by two-or-more family groups occupying the same dwelling 
or by individual persons such as lodgers within the same dwelling are 
considered as “‘exclusive’’, rather than “‘shared”’. 


VACANCY, LENGTH OF DURVACAN 
Refers to the period during which the dwelling has been vacant, in terms of years. 

Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 

Reported for: Private vacant dwellings 

Responses: Under | year; 1 to 4 years; 5 years or more; not stated. 


Remarks: This was determined by the Census Representative with the help of neighbours, 
real estate firms or the owner. 


*In 1966 and 1961, this was obtained from the Visitation Record. 


VACANCY, TYPE OF TYPVACAN 
Refers to the reason why the dwelling is vacant. 

Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 

Reported for: Private vacant dwellings 

Responses: For sale (or sold); for rent (or rented); neither for sale nor for rent. 
Remarks: This information was obtained by the Census Representative from neighbours, 


real estate firms, etc. 


*In 1966 and 1961, this information was obtained on 100% basis in the 
Visitation Record. Enumerator indicated whether a new dwelling, or whether 
dwelling was occupied before. In ‘“‘Remarks’’ column of the Visitation Record, 
enumerators indicated any other information available such as: (1) whether for 
rent or sale, (2) length of time vacant. 


VACANT DWELLING, EVER OCCUPIED PREOCHAB 
Refers to whether a vacant dwelling had ever been occupied. 

Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 

Reported for: Private vacant dwellings 


Responses: Yes; no; not stated. 
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Remarks: This was determined by the Census Representative with the help of neighbours, 
real estate firms or owner. 


*In 1966 and 1961, this was obtained from the Visitation Record. 


VACATION HOME COTTAG 


A home owned by a member of the household, and used only for vacation or recreational 
purposes on a seasonal basis. Hunting cabins, ski chalets and summer cottages are examples, as 
is any other dwelling used mainly for recreational purposes. 


Census: 1971 (1/3 sample) 
Reported for: Households 


Responses: None, 1, 2 or more. 
Remarks: Does not include trailers, cabin cruisers, houseboats, etc. 
VALUE OF OWNER-OCCUPIED DWELLING VALHAB 


Refers to the amount expected by the owner if the dwelling were to be sold to a willing 
buyer. 


Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961 (1/5 sample) 
Reported for: Owner-occupied dwellings 


Responses: Under $3,000; $3,000-7,499; $7,500-12,499; $12,500-17,499; $17,500-22,499; 
$22,500-27,499; $27,500-32,499; $32,500-37,499; $37,500-42,499; $42,500- 
52,499; $52,500-62,499; $62,500 or more. 


Remarks: For a single house, value is given for the entire house, including the value of 
the land it is on and any other building on the property. For a dwelling that 
is owned and is within a complex such as a condominium, an estimate is given 
only for the value of the one unit. The same applies in the case of an owner 
who may own a whole apartment building. The estimate value is given only 
for the one dwelling actually occupied by the owner. 


WATER SUPPLY AQUA 
Refers to water which is piped inside the dwelling and controlled by a tap. 

Censuses: 1971S AO /5"sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 

Responses: Hot and cold; cold only; none. 

Remarks: Water from a hand pump inside the dwelling is not considered running water. 
WATER SUPPLY, SOURCE OF AQUASOU 
Refers as much to type of source as to place of source. 

Censuses: 1971 (1/3 sample), 1961* (1/5 sample) 

Reported for: Private occupied dwellings 

Responses: Municipal or private company system; a well on your property; other source. 
Remarks: Other source may include a spring, creek or river. 


*In 1961, only two categories were on the document: private source on 
property; other (municipal mains, etc.). 
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AREA AGGREGATE (AA) 
Census: 1971 


Small census statistical area of rural and/or urban type consisting of a group of contiguous 
enumeration areas. AA’s are created in those areas that are not covered by the Census Tract 
Programme. 

Population ranges generally between 4,000 and 6,000 persons, with a preferred average of 
5,000 persons. Boundaries as much as possible follow permanent physical features and observe 
the geographical units that the provinces wanted to have respected. 


BLOCK 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


Well-defined rectangular piece of land in urban areas, bounded on all its sides by streets or 
roads. However, it may be of irregular shape and bounded by other features such as streams 
or political boundaries. 

Blocks are not standard statistical areas and requests for data by blocks will be handled on a 
special basis. Special tabulations for a variety of data, subject to confidentiality constraints, 
may be obtained for blocks only in block-face urban centres. In the remaining urban centres, 
only population and household counts will be made available. 


*Population and household counts were the only data available. 


BLOCK-FACE 
Census: 1971 


One side of a city street between consecutive intersections with streets or similar physical 
features, for which census data are coded and stored on the basis of grid co-ordinates and 
from which the query areas of users can be constructed in building-block fashion. 

The term is associated with the Geographically Referenced Data Storage and Retrieval System, 
otherwise known as the Geocoding System. Data will not normally be available for individual 
block-faces due to confidentiality constraints; rather, the block-faces will provide increased 
flexibility for the retrieval and tabulation of data by user-specified query areas, as opposed to 
standard areas predefined by the Census. 

1971 Census data will be geocoded to the block-face level in the following larger urban centres 
(suburbs included in coverage are shown in brackets): viz., Vancouver (Burnaby), Calgary, 
Edmonton, Regina, Saskatoon, Winnipeg, London, St. Catharines, Hamilton, Toronto (5 
boroughs), Ottawa - Hull (most suburbs), Montréal (Montréal-Nord, Mont-Royal, Outremont. 
St-Jean-de-Dieu, Westmount), Québec City, Halifax. 

1971 Census data for areas beyond the block-face coverage will be geocoded with grid co- 
ordinates representative of the population centre of their respective enumeration area. 


BOROUGH (b.) 
Census: 1971 


Amalgamation of one rural municipality and the cities, towns, and villages located within its 
boundaries. For census purposes, boroughs are classified as urban. 


In census publications, boroughs are shown under the heading ‘“‘Census Subdivisions”? or 
‘Municipal Subdivisions”. 


There are five boroughs in Ontario incorporated in January 1967, under the Ontario 
Municipal Board Act. They are all located within the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto. 


CANADA MANPOWER CENTRE AREA (CMC) 
Census: 1971 
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Area delineated by the Department of Manpower and Immigration and placed under the 
jurisdiction of a Canada Manpower Centre. Following a recommendation made by the Inter- 
Departmental Committee on Standard Statistical Areas, the basic building-block of this system 
is the census subdivision or municipality. In the few cases where CMC area boundaries do cut 
across these building-blocks, enumeration areas respect CMC area boundaries. 


A special code is designed to retrieve data for CMC. 
There are 215 CMC’s in Canada. 


Even though ‘Canada Manpower Centre Area”’ is not a census term, it is an attempt to relate 
census data with geographic areas defined by other departments, thus increasing the 
availability of data for these areas. 
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CENSUS AGGLOMERATION (CA) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


Statistical area having an urban centre of over 1,000 population with an adjacent built-up area 
of at least 1,000 population and a minimum density of 1,000 persons per square mile. The 
largest urban centre and its adjacent urban part must be in two different municipalities and 
constitute a continuous built-up area with no separation greater than one mile. The population 
of the urbanized core must be at least 2,000. Areas with an urbanized core of 100,000 or over 
are census metropolitan areas. The main use of CA’s is to provide data for closely related 
urban communities separated from each other only by administrative limits. 


Census agglomerations are made up of complete municipalities in order to ensure 
comparability with other sources of information. It is possible, therefore, that a census 
agglomeration may include some rural population. 


Data are provided for CA totals, components, and for CA parts. There are 87 CA’s, 
distributed as follows: Maritimes, 17; Québec, 32; Ontario, 22; Western Provinces, 16. 


*Census agglomerations were called MAJOR URBAN AREAS when larger 
than 25,000 and URBANIZED AREAS when smaller. Data were published 
only for major urban areas, but were available on request for all urbanized 
areas. Urbanized areas included the largest urban centres plus the cities, towns, 
villages, and the built-up areas of rural municipalities. The population of what 
is equivalent to a census agglomeration was strictly urban. In 1971, complete 
rural municipalities or census subdivisions were included. 


CENSUS DIVISION (CD) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


This term has the following connotations: 


(a) The most common meaning is used for census publications and includes counties, regional 
districts, regional municipalities, territorial districts and census divisions according to 
definition (b). 


(b) In Newfoundland, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the term is used to describe 
statistical areas that have been created as an equivalent for counties, and delineated by 
Statistics Canada in co-operation with the provinces. Although the criteria for their 
delineation differ from province to province, census divisions tend to approximate 
functional regions. Although the boundaries of census divisions are not likely to change, 
they may be revised or modified to take into account changes encountered locally (e.g., 
CD’s were revised in Newfoundland in 1969). In British Columbia, CD’s were superseded 
by regional districts for the 1971 Census. 


There are 63 CD’s as defined in (b), in Canada, distributed as follows: 10 in 
Newfoundland, 20 in Manitoba, 18 in Saskatchewan and 15 in Alberta. 


*British Columbia was divided into 10 census divisions. 
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CENSUS METROPOLITAN AREA (CMA) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


Main labour market area of a continuous built-up area having 100,000 or more population. 
CMA’s are created by Statistics Canada and are usually known by the name of their largest 
city. They contain whole municipalities (or census subdivisions). 


The main labour market area corresponds to a commuting field or a zone where a significant 
number of people are able to travel on a daily basis to WORK PLACES in the main built-up 
area. A CMA comprises: (1) municipalities completely or partly inside the continuous built-up 
area, and (2) municipalities lying within a 20-mile radius of the limits of the continuous built- 
up area, if (a) the percentage of labour force in primary activities is smaller than the national 
average, and (b) the percentage of population increase for 1956-1966 is larger than the 
average for the 1966 CMA. When only (a) or (b) is met, municipalities are included if they 
are accessed by a provincial or federal highway. 


There are 22 CMA’s each having an urbanized core, largest city, remainder and fringe, urban 
and rural parts. 


*The primary difference from the previous censuses is that, in 1971, the CMA 
was delineated with a view to outlining the main labour market area. 


CMA - CA (PART) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


General term applying to any of the following units: urbanized core, largest city, remainder of 
urbanized core, urban fringe and rural fringe. 

This term is used for all census metropolitan areas and census agglomerations. The parts are 
always made up of complete enumeration areas but often comprise only parts of municipalities. 
This situation may create problems in the determination of boundaries. It is essential, 
therefore, to consult the reference map bulletin or the maps available at the Geography Section 
Library. 

CMA - CA part should not be confused with municipality part. 


*A coding system distinguished within the census metropolitan area between 
the urban part divided into MAU (continuous built-up area), and MAOU 
(non-continuous) and rural part (MAR). 


CENSUS SUBDIVISION 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


This term has the following connotations: 


(a) The most common is used for census publications and includes municipalities, Indian 
Reserves, unorganized territories and census subdivisions according to definition (b). 


(b) In the restricted sense, it is: a statistical area, equivalent to a municipality, delineated by 
Statistics Canada in co-operation with Provincial Governments where the nature of 
municipal organization warrants the creation of census subdivisions. 


In Newfoundland, the subdivisions as defined in (b), are created within unorganized territories. 
In Nova Scotia and British Columbia, subdivisions are created within the MUNICIPAL 
COUNTIES and Regional Districts, respectively. 

As defined in (b), there are 94 subdivisions in Newfoundland, 41 in Nova Scotia and 59 in 
British Columbia. 


*In Nova Scotia, census subdivisions were the same as in 1971; in 
Newfoundland, they were modified for the 1971 Census; and in British 
Columbia, new subdivisions were created for the 1971 Census. 
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CENSUS TRACT (CT) 

Censuses: 107 PAC ool. 

Small permanent census statistical areas established in larger urban communities with the help 
of a local committee. Census tracts are delineated by Statistics Canada according to the 
following criteria: (1) a population between 2,500 and 8,000 except for tracts in the central 
business district or institutional tracts which may have a lower population; (ii) an area that is 
as homogeneous as possible in terms of economic status and social living conditions; (ii1) 
boundaries that follow permanent and easily recognized lines on the ground; (iv) as much as 
possible, a compact shape. 

Only cities having a minimum of 50,000 persons at the previous quinquennial or decennial 
census are eligible for a Census Tract Programme. 

There are about 2,200 census tracts delineated in Canada. 


*Some census tract numbers and delineations have been modified between 
censuses. For the 1971 Census, some boundaries were also changed but the 
numbering system has been completely revised. Conversion tables are published 
in the census tract bulletin. 


CITY (c.) 

Censuses: 197151966; 1961 

Municipality created and governed according to a Provincial Municipal Act which differs from 
province to province. 


A city with a population of 1,000 and over is considered as urban for census purposes. In 
many census publications, cities are shown under the heading “‘Census Subdivisions”’. 


Cities exist in all provinces. There are 180 of them in Canada. 


According to the Provincial Municipal Act of Québec, a number of cities are called ‘‘ville”’ 
(e.g., Montréal, Québec). In any census publications, these places are classified as cities. 


COMPONENT 

Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 

In census publications, this term refers to municipalities or census subdivisions forming part of 
a census metropolitan area or a census agglomeration. 


There are approximately 370 components in census metropolitan areas and 265 in census 
agglomerations. 


*The term COMPONENT PARTS was used. 


COUNTY (Co.) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


The main political and/or administrative division in Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Québec and Ontario, and for which the most detailed and complete census data are 
available. Census divisions have been created as a substitute for counties in four provinces. In 
some provinces, counties have lost their original administrative and political “‘raison d’être”? 
but they are retained for statistical comparisons. 

County boundaries are established by the respective provincial governments. They are 
reasonably static and provide a satisfactory basis for statistical time series. In a few cases, 
however, counties have disappeared with the creation of regional municipalities (e.g., in 
Ontario). In census publications, counties are shown under the heading “Census Divisions”’. 
There are 159 counties in Canada distributed as follows: 3 in Prince Edward Island, 18 in 
Nova Scotia, 15 in New Brunswick, 74 in Québec and 49 in Ontario. 
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ECONOMIC REGION (of Statistics Canada) 
Census: 1971 


Statistical unit consisting of counties or census divisions. It is delineated jointly by the 
provinces and Statistics Canada and is intended to make possible the production of data at the 
sub-provincial level for comparable units throughout the country. 

The delineation criteria are not the same from province to province. In certain cases, they are 
homogeneous areas, while in other cases, they are functional areas. Attempts were made, 
however, to maintain a certain scale of size. There will be no data published for this unit, but 
tabulations can be prepared on request or retrieved from tape through the geographic code 
included on each user summary tape. 

There are approximately 65 economic regions in Canada. 

These units should not be confused with Regions (of Canada) which are at an entirely 
different level of detail. 


ELECTORAL AREA 

Census: 197] 

Administrative unit created by the 1965 Municipal Act of British Columbia, within regional 
districts. These units are used by the Census to establish census subdivisions. 

Enumeration areas respect the limits of electoral areas. 

Data for electoral areas are not published but are available upon request or obtained from 
summary tapes. 

There are 177 individual electoral areas in British Columbia but, for census purposes, they are 
grouped into 59 census subdivisions. 


ENUMERATION AREA (EFA) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Spatial unit canvassed by one Census Representative. It is defined according to the following 
criteria: (1) Population - an EA may include as many as 300 households, depending on its 
location; (2) Number of farms - an EA always includes fewer than 100 farms; (3) Limits - an 
EA being the building-block of all statistical areas, never cuts across any area recognized by 
the Census. Moreover, EA boundaries are such, that the Census Representative will be able to 
locate them without difficulty, e.g., streets, roads, railways, rivers and lakes. 

EA’s change from census to census due to population shift and changes of electoral, municipal 
and statistical area boundaries. For this reason, the EA numbering changes from census to 
census. Conversion tables are available from Geography Section. 


For the 1971 Census, Canada was divided into 42,533 enumeration areas. 


FEDERAL ELECTORAL DISTRICT (FED) 

Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 

Any territorial unit entitled to return a member to serve in the House of Commons. Federal 
electoral districts recognized by the Census differ from the provincial electoral districts. 


FED’s are changed by Parliament after each decennial census, reflecting the shifts of 
population in the country. FED’s can cut across counties and municipalities, but never across 
provinces. 


According to the 1966 Redistribution Act, there are 264 FED’s in Canada. 


*FED’s used by the Census were defined according to the 1952 Representation 
Act. 
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FRINGE 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


Part of a census metropolitan area or of a census agglomeration outside the urbanized core. It 
corresponds to the immediate zone of influence of a multi-municipal urban centre. 


The concept of fringe is more restrictive in census agglomeration (CA), than in census 
metropolitan area (CMA) (in a CA, the fringe is composed of the remainder of municipalities 
having a part in the urbanized core while in a CMA, the fringe comprises all municipalities 
within a 20-mile radius of the urbanized core which meet established criteria related to the 
structure of the labour force and the population increase). In some cases, there is no fringe 
(e.g., Calgary CMA, Carbonear, Campbellton and Sherbrooke CA’). 


The fringe consists of urban parts and rural parts which may cut across municipalities but 
never across enumeration areas. 


*Fringe comprised all of the CMA or the CA (called Major Urban Area) 
except the largest city (called City Proper). 


INDIAN RESERVE 
Censuses: LS 7 eel 9 OG to Gls 


Territory, mostly rural and varying in size, that belongs to an Indian tribe, according to 
treaties between the Federal Government and the Indians. It is excluded from local jurisdiction 
and administered by the Federal Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development. 


At the collection stage, every reserve with a population of 25 or more in 1971 is a separate 
enumeration area and smaller reserves are grouped within a census division. In many census 
publications, Indian Reserves are shown under the heading “‘Census Subdivisions”’. 


Most of the Indian Reserves are located in British Columbia. Newfoundland is the only 
province where there are no reserves. 


*Separate enumeration areas were not limited to reserves with populations of 
25 or more. Indian Reserves were enumerated separately or grouped to form 
one enumeration area, according to the following criteria: population, 

proximity, relationship to the Indian Agency and counties or census divisions. 


LARGEST CITY 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


Most populated urban municipality around which a census metropolitan area or a census 
agglomeration is delineated. It is automatically part of the urbanized core. Usually, its name is 
used as the name of the census metropolitan area or of the census agglomeration. 

In a polynuclear area, it is always the most populated urban municipality which is considered 
the largest, even though it is not necessarily the focal point for all functions or the historical 
centre of development. 

There is one largest city in each census metropolitan area and each census agglomeration. The 
number of largest cities is the same as the number of census metropolitan areas and census 
agglomerations, 1.e. 108. 


*It was called CITY PROPER. 


MUNICIPAL SIZE GROUP 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Classification calculated by computer and based on the total population in a municipality. It is 
used in the preparation of tables limited to municipalities of a certain size. It distinguishes 
between the urban category and the rural category. If all the municipality parts are urban, the 
municipality is given an urban size code. However, if one of the parts is rural, the 
municipality is assigned a rural code. The unorganized parts within a county or census 
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division and the Indian Reserves within the same areas are grouped together and given the 
rural size group (less than 1,000) regardless of their actual population size. 

The size groups used in tabulations and publications are the following: 500,000 and over; 
100,000 to 499,999; 30,000 to 99,999; 10,000 to 29,999; 5,000 to 9,999; 2,500 to 4,999; 
1,000 to 2,499. 


“Size group”’ is more an operational concept than a spatial concept. 


MUNICIPAL SUBDIVISION 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Term describing all categories of municipalities both rural and urban as well as census 
subdivisions equivalent to municipalities. This term is used only in census publications. 


Figures are available for these units according to the following population breakdown: 100,000 
and over; 30,000 and over; and 10,000 and over. 


MUNICIPALITY (Mun.) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Area with corporate status, governed by Provincial and Territorial Acts. These acts differ from 
province to province. Moreover, municipalities within each province vary in name, status and 
administrative powers. (Reference table to be found in the introduction.) 

Municipalities may cut across counties, census divisions, or provinces. In such cases, each part 
is given a separate municipal code and is tabulated separately. Municipalities can vary from 
census to census through annexation, amalgamation and change of name. These changes are 
shown in the Historical Bulletin and the yearly bulletin ‘Changes in Municipal Boundaries”’ 
available from Geography Section. In most of the census publications, municipalities are shown 
under the heading “‘Census Subdivisions”’ or ‘Municipal Subdivisions’’. 

Canada is divided into about 4,700 municipalities, classified as to the following size groups: 
500,000 population and over; 100,000 to 499,999; 30,000 to 99,999; 10,000 to 29,999; 5,000 
to 9,999; 2,500 to 4,999; 1,000 to 2,499. 


MUNICIPALITY PART 

Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 

Portion of a municipality, composed of complete enumeration areas, classified as either rural 
or urban. 

Not all municipalities are subdivided into parts, some being either completely rural or 
completely urban. 

Municipality parts should not be confused with CMA - CA parts. 


PLACE OF RESIDENCE 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Place where a person normally lives and sleeps, i.e. his home. Persons enumerated away from 
their permanent home, due to business, vacation, etc., are transferred to their permanent home. 


Members of the Armed Forces in Canada may be enumerated either at their Canadian Forces 
Base or at a normal dwelling outside the base, depending upon which is their ‘‘usual”” place 
of residence as defined by the Census. Members of the Armed Forces overseas, Canadian 
diplomats and other officials outside Canada, and merchant seamen are allowed to state a 
municipality in Canada as their place of residence. Permanent inmates of institutions are 
enumerated there, but persons in hospital less than six months are enumerated at their home. 
Persons with no usual place of residence are enumerated where found. 
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PLACE OF WORK 
Census: 1971 


Refers to the place where the person usually works in performing the job reported. The job 
reported is that held by the person in the week prior to enumeration or if not employed in 
that week, in his job of longest duration since January 1, 1970. For persons with more than 
one job during the week prior to enumeration, the place of work was to be reported for the 
one at which they worked the most hours. 


The full address includes the province and, where applicable, county, municipality and street 
and number. If the full address was not known, the name of the building, the side of the 
street and nearest corner or the name of the area could be substituted. Persons who did not 
work in one area but reported regularly to a headquarters gave the address of the local 
headquarters or depot. Those whose place of work was their home or the farm on which they 
live reported ‘At home”. Persons with no usual place of work reported the address where 
they most often worked. Data were coded to the municipality level and, in a post-censal 
coding operation, to the census tract level in most tracted areas. 


Data were collected for: (1) the location of the usual place of work (if not at home or outside 
Canada); (2) at home - Persons who reported that their usual place of work was either their 
home or the farm on which they lived. In tabulations using place of work as the geographic 
base, the place of residence can be substituted for those reporting ‘At home’’; (3) outside 
Canada - Indicates the persons who reported that their place of work was “Outside Canada”’. 
Diplomats and Armed Forces personnel enumerated abroad, and recent immigrants not 
currently employed whose job of longest duration since January 1, 1970 was outside Canada 
are included as well as persons working in nearby US centres. Data on place of work will be 
available for provinces, for counties and census divisions, for municipalities and subdivisions, 
for census tracts of most census metropolitan areas, for modified CMA - CA parts and for 
modified Canada Manpower Centre areas. 


PROVINCE 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Major political division of Canada. From a statistical point of view, it is a basic unit for 
which all data are tabulated and cross-classified. 


There are ten provinces which are divided into federal electoral districts, counties or census 
divisions or regional districts, and municipalities, all being complete except the municipalities 
of Flin Flon in Manitoba-Saskatchewan and Lloydminster in Saskatchewan-Alberta. The fact 
that provinces are autonomous in municipal matters leads to several names to describe 
statistical units of the same order (see table in the introduction of the dictionary). In census 
publications, provincial tables usually include the two territories. 


QUERY AREA 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


Area for which a user requests some data. In the context of the Geocoding System, it is a 
user-specified area (such as a traffic zone or school district) for which data are requested, as 
opposed to standard statistical areas predefined by the Census (such as census tracts or census 
divisions ). 

Query areas under the Geocoding System are constructed from either block-face or 
enumeration area building-blocks. For accuracy of data, query areas should not split block- 
faces in urban centres coded at this level or enumeration areas elsewhere. If a query area does 


not respect this constraint, the best approximation of the user’s area will be constructed from 
the building-blocks. 


*Referred to as ‘‘special requests’’, which had to be handled manually and 
were restricted to population and household counts. 
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REGION (of Canada) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 
Statistical unit created by Statistics Canada; it may consist of one province or a group of 


contiguous provinces. Region (of Canada) should not be confused with Economic Region (of 
Statistics Canada). 


The ten provinces and two territories are regrouped into six regions as follows: 1. Atlantic 
Region - Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick; 2. Québec; 
3. Ontario; 4. Prairie Region - Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta; 5. British Columbia; 6. 
Northern Territories - Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


REGIONAL DISTRICT (RD) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


Incorporated administrative area created in 1965 by the British Columbia Municipal Act and 
equivalent to the county in Eastern Canada. It is composed of cities, towns, villages, 
DISTRICT MUNICIPALITIES, IMPROVEMENT DISTRICTS and electoral areas. 


Population counts of the past censuses will be available for the new RD’s. In census 
publications, regional districts are shown under the heading ‘‘Census Divisions””. 


There are 29 Regional Districts in British Columbia. 


*Data were published for the old 10 census divisions, and only population 
counts are available for new regional districts. 


REGIONAL MUNICIPALITY 

Census: 1371 

A new administrative area created by the Ontario provincial government since 1969, and 
equivalent to the county. 


Other units exist in Ontario at the same level (e.g., the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto 
and the District Municipality of Muskoka). In census publications, regional municipalities are 
shown under the heading ‘‘Census Divisions”’. 


Since 1969, three regional municipalities have been created: Niagara, Ottawa - Carleton and 
York. 


REMAINDER (of urbanized core) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961** 


Part of the urbanized core of a census metropolitan area or of a census agglomeration located 
outside of the largest city. It corresponds to a continuous built-up area and always includes 
complete enumeration areas but not necessarily complete census tracts or complete 
municipalities. 

Sometimes, census metropolitan areas have no remainder (of urbanized core) (e.g., Calgary, 
Saskatoon, Regina, Thunder Bay), but census agglomerations always have one. 


*In order to obtain comparable figures, data for the CITY PROPER should be 
subtracted from data for the URBANIZED AREA. 
**Data were published only by totals or by COMPONENT PARTS. 


RURAL (concept) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Includes: (1) all parts of incorporated rural municipalities, unorganized territories, and Indian 
Reserves having a population density of less than 1,000 per square mile; (2) incorporated 
cities, towns, and villages with populations less than 1,000. 


Most of the areas described as “‘rural’’ by the Census have typical rural characteristics: low 
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population density, farms or wooded land. It may happen, however, that some areas with rural 
characteristics are classed as urban because of their legal status and their population total. 


Rural and urban data, as well as rural non-farm, rural farm and urban size group breakdowns 
are available for Canada, provinces, counties and census divisions. 


RURAL FARM (population) 
Censuses: 1971,#1966,21961 


All persons living in dwellings situated on census-farms in rural localities. 


The population living on farms also includes persons who are not connected with the farming 
operations and who derive their income from non-agricultural pursuits. Conversely, farm 
operators and their families who live elsewhere than on their holdings are not included. 


Tabulations are available for Canada, provinces, counties, and census divisions. 


RURAL NON-FARM (population) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


All persons living in rural localities in dwellings other than those situated on census-farms. 


Rural non-farm population includes such groups as: (1) agricultural workers who do not reside 
on a farm; (2) residents of municipalities which do not meet the criteria of the urban 
definition. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


School territorial unit delineated by the Province of Manitoba in order to describe the 
components of LOCAL GOVERNMENT DISTRICTS (L.G.D.) which are comprised of 
dispersed areas. 


School districts are used as census subdivisions and totals are not published for the complete 
L.G.D. 


This term applies only to Consol L.G.D. and Alexander L.G.D. in Census Division No. 16. 


TERRITORIAL DISTRICT 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


Area in Northern Ontario and Québec established by these provinces and which, for statistical 
purposes, is equivalent to county. 


This name is used in the enumeration area descriptions and in the Official List. However, in 
most census publications, territorial districts are labelled as census divisions. 


There are 10 territorial districts located in Northern Ontario: Algoma, Cochrane, Kenora, 
Manitoulin, Nipissing, Parry Sound, Rainy River, Sudbury, Thunder Bay, Timiskaming. In 
Northern Québec, there are 3 territorial districts: Abitibi, Mistassini, Nouveau-Québec. 


TERRITORY 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


A political area of Canada, equivalent to a province but with less administrative powers. 
In census publications, territories are usually shown under the heading ‘‘Provinces’”’. 
There are two territories: Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


TOWN (t.) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 
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A municipality created and governed by a Provincial Municipal Act which differs from 
province to province. 

A town is considered as urban when its population is 1,000 and over. In many census 
publications, towns are shown under the heading ‘“‘Census Subdivisions’”’. 

Towns exist in all provinces. There are 771 of them in Canada. 


UNINCORPORATED PLACE (U.P.) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961* 


A cluster of 5 or more permanently occupied dwellings, known by a locally recognized name 
and located within a rural municipality or unorganized territory. Unincorporated places do not 
have a local government; most of them do not have legal boundaries. 

Population figures in Census Bulletins of Unincorporated Places are approximate, due to 
empirical choice of boundaries by Census Representatives. Unincorporated places straddling 
boundaries of two rural municipalities are, in general, given to the municipality where the 
largest part of its population is located. Unincorporated places with a population of 1,000 and 
over and a density of 1,000 and over per square mile, are considered as urban, for census 
purposes. 


*Same definition but also called UNINCORPORATED VILLAGE (U.V.). 
Sometimes referred to as VILLAGE, SETTLEMENT or HAMLET. 


UNORGANIZED TERRITORY 

Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 

An area without municipal organization, directly administered by the province or, when 
applicable, by the county. Such areas are generally characterized by large tracts of land with 
low population density. 

Data for all the unorganized parts of a census division are summarized as one total under the 
heading ‘“‘Unorganized”’. 


UNORGANIZED TOWNSHIP 

Censuses: 1971-4966 M9061E 

A surveyed area, normally comprising 36 square miles, and without municipal organization. 
The administration of the township is undertaken by each province or, when applicable, by the 
county. 

Population counts of unorganized townships are published in a regular bulletin ‘“ Unorganized 
Township Population’’. However, in other tables, they are shown under ‘Unorganized””. 
Unorganized townships exist in Québec, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. In 
Eastern Canada, they are divided into lots and concessions; in Western Canada, they are 
divided into sections. 

The availability of unorganized township information facilitates the analysis of unorganized 
territories on a more detailed basis. 


*Data were published in the Federal Electoral District Bulletin. 


URBAN (concept) 

Censuses: 197 1551966," 1961 

Urban includes: (1) incorporated municipalities with a population of 1,000 or over and having 
the legal status of city, town or village; (2) unincorporated places of 1,000 population or over, 
having a population density of at least 1,000 per square mile; (3) the urbanized fringe of (1) 
or (2), if it has a minimum population of 1,000 and a density of at least 1,000 per square 
mile. 
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An urban area in category (2) or (3) has urban characteristics, 1e., high population density, 
contiguity of settlements, and very few, if any, farms. Areas in category (1), however, may 
have much of their space occupied by farms. 

Tables for Canada, provinces, counties, and census divisions give totals for urban and rural as 
well as breakdowns for urban size groups and rural non-farm and rural farm. Other tables are 
available only for cities, towns, and villages with a population of 1,000 or over. 


URBAN (population) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


The urban population includes all persons living in: (1) incorporated cities, towns and villages 
with a population of 1,000 or over; (2) unincorporated places of 1,000 or over, having a 
population density of at least 1,000 per square mile; (3) the urbanized fringe of (1) or (2). 
All the remaining population is rural. 


URBANIZED CORE (U.C.) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966*, 1961** 


Continuous BUILT-UP AREA, defined by Statistics Canada (1) covered by a street pattern 
and meeting a density of 1,000 persons per square mile, or (2) occupied by spaces having 
urban functions (i.e., golf courses, airports, cemeteries). 

A built-up area must not have a discontinuity exceeding one mile to be considered as 
continuous. 

An urbanized core is composed of the largest city and the municipalities which are completely 
or partly located within the built-up area. Tables designed for CMA - CA parts indicate this 
last breakdown while other tables designed for census metropolitan areas and census 
agglomerations give data only for urbanized core and fringe. 


*Urbanized core’’ was called URBANIZED AREA. 
**The term URBAN AREA was used. 


VILLAGE (vi) 
Censuses: 1971, 1966, 1961 


A municipality created and governed by a Provincial Municipal Act which differs from 
province to province. 

A village is considered as urban when its population is 1,000 and over. In many census 
publications, villages are shown under the heading “‘Census Subdivisions”’. 

Villages exist in all provinces except Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, and Yukon Territory. 
There are 1,171 of them in Canada. 

A SUMMER VILLAGE (S.V.) has the same status as an ordinary village but may have a 
very small or no population as defined by the Census. It may include a fairly large number of 
dwellings and population in summer but, since the census follows the ‘‘de jure’’ principle, the 
temporary summer population is not counted in the village but at its usual place of residence. 
Summer villages exist only in Alberta and Saskatchewan.

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GEOGRAPHICAL FRAMEWORK 


The alphabetical arrangement of the terms 
precludes the identification of an important 
concept, namely the spatial level. The area is 
broken down into interlocking statistical units 
in relation to the degree of detail required. 


The attached table shows the terms of the 
dictionary under four levels of spatial detail. 
Since different names are used in different 
provinces for the same levels, the table 
indicates both the spatial level and the 
provinces. Some terms of the dictionary, which 
are not Statistical units but groupings of terms 
or synonyms, are not included in the table. 
The following are some explanations of the 
spatial levels and of the attached table: 


ÉPROVINGIAIMEEVEE 

The first territorial subdivision, 
uniformly designated throughout the 
territory. 

INTERMUNICIPAL AND 
INTRAPROVINCIAL LEVEL 


Provinces are divided into several 
types of units, all comprising several 
municipalities; the units are neither 
equivalent nor comparable to one 
another since they have been 
established for different purposes, viz.: 


(a) For electoral purposes, the federal 
government has divided the 
provinces into “electoral 
districts’. 

(b) For administrative purposes, several 
provincial governments have 
divided their territory into units 
with different names according to 
the provinces, county, regional 
district or regional municipality. 
Where no administrative divisions 
exist, Statistics Canada, in 
collaboration with the provincial 
governments, has established 
census divisions. 


(c) For statistical purposes, Statistics 
Canada has determined the 
boundaries of: 


(1) metropolitan areas and 
agglomerations; 

(2) economic regions. 
These latter two types of 
units constitute 
multimunicipal entities but 


i) 
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the former, i.e., the 
metropolitan areas and 
agglomerations do not furnish 
a breakdown of the complete 
territory because they exist 
only in urban centres and 
their fringe areas. 


The economic regions of 
Statistics Canada however 
include the complete territory 
of each province. These have 
been delineated in 
collaboration with the 
provincial governments and, 
whenever possible, endeavour 
to follow the census divisions 
and their equivalents. 


3. MUNICIPAL LEVEL 


Inconsistencies are found at this level. 

Statutes and names change between 

provinces because provincial 

governments are responsible for 

establishing their own municipalities. 

Furthermore, the census distinguishes 

between: 

(a) urban municipalities; 

(b)rural municipalities; 

(c) unorganized territories and Indian 
Reserves. 


4. INTRAMUNICIPAL LEVEL 


Only statistical units defined by the 
census exist at this level, to make data 
available for smaller entities. 


Census tracts, unincorporated places, 
enumeration areas and area aggregates 
are regular statistical units while 
‘‘block-faces””, “‘blocks’’ and ‘‘query 
areas”” are part of the geocoding 
programme which is not intended to 
provide users with data for these 
small units, but with data on larger 
territories specified by the user. 


Availability of Data for Geographical Units 


Census data are available for any geographical 
unit in this table and, for statistical purposes, 
geographical units within the same category are 
regarded as equivalent. Data for provincial, 
intraprovincial and municipal levels appear in 
the regular census publications. At the 
intramunicipal level, data for census tracts and 
unincorporated places are published in special 
bulletins; data for enumeration areas and area 
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aggregates are available on computer tapes or 
print-outs and data from the geocoding 
programme can be obtained on request, with 
due limitations imposed by the confidentiality 
of the data.

provincial, intermunicipal and municipal levels, 
see Reference Maps (Catalogue No. 92-712); 
for the census tracts boundaries, refer to 
Publication No. 92-710 and for any other 
scales of maps or other statistical units, please 
contact the Geography Section, Census 
Division, Statistics Canada, Ottawa.

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METHODOLOGY AND PROCESSING OF 
THE 1971 CENSUS 


The power and limitations of the census data 
cannot be fully appreciated without an 
understanding of the methods by which they 
were collected and processed. An overview of 
the basic census methodology is given in the 
following sections. Detailed information is 
available in the Census Administrative Report. 


Census Date 


The date of reference for the 1971 Population 
and Housing and Agriculture Censuses was 
June 1, 1971, although specific items within 
each may have been based on other time 
periods in the preceding 18 months. The 
population and housing questions were 
included on the same questionnaire, an 
indication of the close relationship that exists 
between them. The Agriculture Questionnaire 
was a separate document. 


The Basic Unit — The Census Dwelling 


If we consider an area of almost any size — a 
country, a province, a city, or even an 
unincorporated village, we find it comprises 
two types of structures — places where people 
live or could live, and places where people 
work. It is the places where people live or 
could live — their dwellings — upon which the 
census of population and housing is built. 
People who live in these dwellings provide the 
universe for the census of population. The 
dwellings, whether occupied or not, are the 
building-blocks for the census of housing. 
Although most of the housing characteristics 
were not obtained for vacant dwellings, the 
numbers of these potential living quarters were 
recorded. 


For census purposes, a dwelling is described as 
being structurally separate from any other 
living or business unit and having direct access 
either from outside or from a common 
hallway, lobby, vestibule or stairway within the 
building. If access to the unit is obtained by 
passing through other living quarters, it is not 
considered to be a separate dwelling. 


Units identified as dwellings were classified 
into two broad groups: private dwellings and 
collective dwellings. Private dwellings were 
those in which a family or other small group 
of individuals could reside (e.g. a single house 
or an apartment). Collectives included such 
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special units as hotels, large lodging-houses, 
hospitals, institutions of all types and other 
establishments of similar nature that could 
house fairly large numbers of unrelated 
persons. 


The Census Household 


The identification of a household is related to 
the identification of an occupied dwelling; a 
census household is the group of persons 
occupying a census dwelling. Therefore, there is 
a one to one relationship between household 
and occupied dwelling except in the case of 
certain special households, such as those of 
military and diplomatic personnel stationed 
overseas, from which no housing information 
was collected. The size and type of household 
may vary; a household may consist of one 
person living alone, a family, several unrelated 
persons living together in a private dwelling, 
or a larger group occupying a collective 
dwelling such as a senior citizens’ home, 
mental hospital, etc. In the case of occupied 
collective dwellings, the inmates and the 
employees usually form one household; but if 
staff members and their families occupy 
separate living quarters, they are considered to 
be a separate household within a collective-type 
dwelling. 

The census is based on the “‘de jure’’ principle 
of enumerating every person at his usual place 
of residence. In the small number of cases, 
when members of a household were residing 
temporarily in another part of Canada and 
their usual place of residence was sublet or 
otherwise not available to them, they were 
enumerated as usual residents where they were 
living at the census date. Similarly, persons 
with no usual place of residence were 
enumerated where they were found. Seasonal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, cabins, or 
trailers were included only if occupied on June 
| by persons with no other home. 


Definition of Household Members 


Criteria based on usual or temporary residence 
were the factors that determined who was 
included as members of each household. 
Basically, every person living in Canada on the 
census date (1.e., at midnight between May 31 
and June |) was counted as a member of the 
household where he resided. 


Included as usual residents were members of 
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the household at home, including lodgers and 
employees who regularly resided in the 
dwelling, infants born before midnight, May 
31, members of the household who died after 
May 31, and persons with no other fixed or 
permanent place of residence. Persons who 
were away, either on business, on a visit, at 
school or university, in a general hospital for a 
period of less than six months, or at a military 
camp as a member of the Reserve were 
counted at their regular home. 


Planning the 1971 Census 


Final preparations for the 1966 Census were 
being completed, when planning for the 1971 
Census began. From the beginning, potential 
users of census data controlled the development 
of the programme, resulting in two parallel 
and complementary planning elements. The 
first was an investigation of users’ needs for 
census data; the second, a programme to test 
various methods of collecting and processing 
the data. 


In assessing the users’ needs, the nature of 
demands following previous censuses was taken 
into consideration. The main thrust of this 
phase of the planning however, was a formal 
liaison programme with federal, provincial and 
other groups; ‘“‘other”’ included municipalities, 
universities, the business community, and social 
and religious organizations. 


At the federal level, interdepartmental 
committees representing subject-matter fields of 
the census had, as their terms of reference, 
determination of questionnaire content and 
specifications of the tabulation programme. 
Provincial participation was obtained by 
contact between Statistics Canada personnel 
and provincial representatives and by regular 
Federal-Provincial Conferences. 


Liaison with the ‘‘other”’ group was more 
difficult because of their diversity of interests, 
their geographic dispersion, and the lack of a 
common forum for the exchange of ideas. 
However, meetings with individuals and with 
groups of users provided information about 
their needs and the ways in which they used 
census data. 


The second element in the 1971 planning was 
a series of tests. Research into the quality of 
the 1961 Census data, augmented by studies of 
international experiences, identified several 
important sources of error to which census 
Statistics are subject. Examples of these were 
inadvertent or deliberate errors by respondents, 
misinterpretation of instructions or responses 
by enumerators, and errors at the editing and 
processing stages. The studies indicated that a 


reduction in error could be obtained if the role 
of the enumerator in the data collection process 
could be minimized. 


Self-enumeration 


In the period between 1966 and 1969, 
variations of methods of self-enumeration were 
tested and the merits of various field 
procedures were investigated. 


As a result of these tests, a Trial Census was 
carried out in September 1969. The procedures 
tested included enumerator “‘drop-off”’ of 
questionnaires at all households in self- 
enumeration areas with “‘mail-back’’ in the 
large centres and “pick-up”? in rural areas and 
small centres. With slight modifications and 
revisions, these self-enumeration procedures 
were adopted for more than 97% of the 
population in 1971. The remainder of the 
population including persons residing in remote 
northern areas, coastal outports, institutions, 
and military barracks presented special 
problems that required traditional canvasser 
methods. 


Although the adoption of self-enumeration 
techniques reduced the role of the interviewer, 
he still was required to ensure that every 
household in the area assigned to him was 
included and that the questionnaires returned 
were correctly completed. This last duty 
required follow-up by telephone or by personal 
contact to obtain the necessary information. 


The objective of the new field methods for 
1971 was the production of data of higher 
quality through the use of self-enumeration 
techniques. However, when factors of cost and 
timeliness of the data were weighed against 
this objective, the need for extensive sampling 
was indicated. The tests had shown that 
sampling at the field level was feasible. In 
order to satisfy users’ demands without 
imposing a serious response load on the public, 
sampling was therefore introduced. 


Details of the sampling procedures follow, but 
it should be noted here that two questionnaires 
were used for the population and housing 
census. Form 2A, the “‘short’’ questionnaire, 
was left at two households, and Form 2B, the 
“‘long’’ questionnaire which included both the 
sample questions and those on the short form, 
was left at the third household. As a result of 
this procedure, two thirds of all households 
were asked fewer questions than in 1961 
(averaging 9 per person compared to 20 in 
1961). Only one-third were asked significantly 
more questions (averaging 48 per person 
compared with 36 in 1961). 
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Quality Control of Enumerator Assignments 


Because the reliability of small-area statistics 
could be affected by the unsatisfactory work of 
one or more enumerators in the area, a Field 
Quality Control procedure was employed. A 
predetermined number of Population and 
Housing Questionnaires and all Agriculture 
Questionnaires were inspected to determine 
whether they met minimum specified standards. 


The enumerator’s assignment was rejected if 
more than a certain number of the 
questionnaires were found to be unsatisfactory. 
The enumerator was then required to bring the 
assignment up to the necessary standard for 
acceptance. These procedures provided the 
opportunity to review the collected information 
and to obtain a satisfactory level in the quality 
of data before field operations were completed. 


Regional Office Processing 


When the enumerators’ assignments were 
accepted by the Field Quality Control, they 
were forwarded to one of eight Regional 
Processing Offices. A temporary staff in each 
office performed office procedures to make the 
questionnaires suitable for the computer 
operations. These steps included quantity 
controls, coding demographic, family and 
economic characteristics and making quality 
checks of the coding. Coding was designed to 
link the Population and Agriculture 
Questionnaires, and a Reverse Record Check to 
estimate the coverage of the census of 
population. When the various operations were 
completed, the questionnaires were shipped to 
the Head Office in Ottawa. 


Head Office Processing 


On arrival at Head Office, each set of EA 
documents was checked for completeness. A 
number of key items (e.g. total documents, 
total population, toial dwellings, total vacant 
dwellings) concerning each EA were recorded 
on a ‘Breaker Sheet’ which was placed in front 
of each EA set of documents. The information 
on the ‘‘Breaker Sheet’’ and the EA documents 
was microfilmed and transferred to computer 
tape via FOSDIC (Film Optical Scanning 
Device for Input to Computers). 

The information coded on the ‘‘Breaker Sheet”’ 
was used as a control over the quality of 
information transferred from documents to 
tape. A comparison was made of the computer- 
compiled totals and those recorded on the 
‘Breaker Sheet’’. The content of the EA was 
not approved unless these two sets of figures 
were comparable within very narrow tolerances. 
In addition, each question was checked for 


percentage non-response and if any were found 
to be outside the tolerance level, a manual 
examination of the documents was made to 
determine if the non-response was legitimate 
due to faulty microfilming or FOSDIC 


processing. If due to faulty processing, the data 
were reprocessed. 


The EA material was then edited. Up to this 
stage no check had been made for consistency 
of response or to ensure that every question 
had been answered or that every answer had 
been coded and picked up by the microfilm 
camera and FOSDIC. A very complex editing 
and imputation programme was implemented 
at this point. 

It is impossible to check every type of response 
for consistency. Consistency checks are 
therefore incorporated in the edit programme 
for the most common types of inconsistencies 
and those which affect census definitions (e.g. 
consistency checks between age, relationship to 
Head of household and marital status). 


During the editing process, non-responses are 
eliminated by imputing, where applicable, the 
answers of other family or household members 
or, if such information is not available within 
a household or family, from responses by 
previous persons with similar demographic, 
cultural or economic characteristics. E.g.: If the 
wife’s age was missing but the husband’s age 
was known, the age of the wife was calculated 
on the basis of probability factors. If there was 
no response to the question on tenure of a 
house, the information was imputed from the 
last record with similar dwelling characteristics. 


When editing was completed the computer files 
were considered to be clean, consistent and 
complete and ready for input to the weighting 
and tabulation programme. A record of the net 
edit and imputation changes for each EA was 
recorded. Analysis of this information will be 
published in the 1971 Census Administrative 
Report. 


In general, the editing process may affect the 
results from some small-area data (e.g. 
enumeration areas) but its effect diminishes as 
the population size increases. 


Sampling 


Sampling in the population and housing census 
of Canada was first introduced in the housing 
census of 1941 when information was collected 
on a 10% sample basis. The same procedures 
were repeated in the housing census of 1951. 
Sampling was introduced in the population 
census in 1961 when information from 8 
questions was obtained on a 20% sample 

basis. 
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In the 1971 Census of Population and 

Housing, the majority of the data, 34 of the 40 
population questions and 20 of the 29 housing 
questions, were obtained from a | in 3 sample 


of households. 


Reason for Sampling in the Census 


There are three major reasons for sampling in 
the census: reduced costs, increased timeliness, 
and reduced burden on the public. 

Sampling permits cost savings in all stages of 
the census operation. Collection of the data in 
the field was less costly because only one third 
of the households received the long 
questionnaire. Coding operations carried on in 
the Regional Offices were cut to one-third 
because the long form contained the questions 
on occupation and industry that required the 
major part of the coding effort. The cost of 
Head Office processing — conversion to 
machine-readable form, editing and imputation, 
computer processing and tabulation — was also 
greatly reduced. 


It is estimated that because of the 1 in 3 
sampling, the cost of the 1971 Census was 
reduced by roughly 15%. 

In addition to the economy, the reduction in 
the amount of processing required at all levels 
resulted in a significant reduction in processing 
time and consequent improvement in the 
timeliness of census tabulations. It is estimated 
that the 1 in 3 sample produced about a 25% 
reduction in processing time. 


Accuracy of Results and the Sampling Fraction 


The economies due to sampling must however 
be balanced against the decrease in accuracy 
involved when sample estimates are used 
compared with complete count data. All census 
data whether based on a complete count or 
sample involve a certain amount of 
unavoidable error. The amount of error 
introduced by sampling itself is related to the 
sample size — the larger the sampling fraction 
the smaller the sampling error. 


A series of tests and evaluation studies 
indicated that the 1 in 3 sample provided the 
best balance of cost savings in relation to an 
acceptable loss of accuracy. The new 
methodology introduced in the 1971 Census — 
particularly self-enumeration — led to a 
reduction in non-sampling error which partially 
offset the increase in sampling error. 

It has been estimated that the decrease in 
accuracy due to sampling on a one-third basis 
was of the same order of magnitude as the 


increase due to improved methodology. Thus, 
the 1971 Census data have roughly the same 
level of error as data of earlier censuses. A 
detailed discussion of these points will be 
included in the 1971 Census Administrative 
Report. 


Weighting 


When data are collected on a sample basis, it 
is necessary to ensure that statistical 
compensation is made for any irregularities 
which may occur in the collection phase. The 
weighting system used in the 1971 Census is 
known as the Raking Ratio Estimation 
Procedure (RREP) and is an iterative 
procedure designed to ensure that sample 
estimates for certain basic sub-groups agree 
with the corresponding population totals. Ratio 
estimation is a technique which uses knowledge 
of supplementary information about the 
population being sampled in order to improve 
the reliability of estimates made from the 
sample. In the case of the census, there is 
considerable supplementary information about 
the total population from the complete count 
data. The RREP takes maximum advantage of 
this supplementary information. To take an 
over-simplified example, suppose one wishes to 
estimate the number of males aged 35-44 with 
an income in excess of $20,000. The simplest 
way to estimate this number would be to count 
how many such persons there were in the 
sample and multiply by 3 to allow for the one 
in three sample. However, one can do better 
than this by utilizing the known population 
total of males aged 35-44 obtained from the 
short form data. A better estimate would be: 


Number of males 
in the sample, 

aged 35-44, with 
income $20,000 Number of males 
x in the population 


Number of males aged 35-44 


in the sample, 
aged 35-44 


It can be shown that this estimator is more 
reliable than the simple one. The second 
estimator allows for the fact that the number 
of males aged 35-44 in the sample will not be 
exactly one third of the number of males aged 
35-44 in the population. The RREP ensures 
that sample estimates and the population 
counts agree almost exactly prior to their 
tabulation.
